In response to the unanimous invita- 
tion of the Convention, Rev. Dr. Newman 
offered prayer.

It was moved and seconded that the re- 
port be adopted, pending which motion 
Messrs. Lombard and Decker addressed the 
Convention relative to their respective 
claims. 

Mr. Terry moved as an amendment that 
a conunittee of five be appointed to investi- 
gate the claims of the delegates from Pla- 
quemines.

Mr. Wilson moved as. an amendment that 
the matter be referred to the Committee on 
Credentials. Lost. ' 

The motion to admit the gentlemen was 
then adopted, and Messrs. Balch and Du- 
fresne were declared to be members of the 
Convention. 

The Convention then proceeded to an 
election for president, when the following 
gentlemen were nominated : R. K. Howell, 
RH. Durell, M. F. Bonzano, Christian 
Roselius, T. B. Thorpe, J. R: Terry and 
Alfred Shaw. 

Messrs. Shaw and Terry declined to be 
candidates. 
The Convention then proceeded to vote

On taking his seat, the president addressed 
the Convention as follows : 

OenUernen of the Gonveniion — I thank you 
heartily for the honor you have conferred 
upon me in making me vour president ; 
and I thank you still more heartily for this 
proof of your confidence in m;^ abilities 
and my patriotism. When, in presiding over 
vour dehberations, I may show weakness, I 
know that yon will give me of your strong^; 
and that I shall not be disappointed in my 
expectation of finding with you that courtesy 
wmch is the best aid to an efficient business 
in every legislative body. 

Grentlemen — In this tune of great trou- 
ble, in this supreme hour of our countiy^s 
battle for its life, vou have been entrusted 
by your fellow-eituens with duties oommen- 
sorate with those of the soldier in the field ; 
yon have been called upon to finish the la- 
bor which he, necessarily, leaves incomplete. 

Grentlemen — ^On the 26th day of January, 
1861, a few ambitious and bad men aaaem- 
bled in Convention, and, representing a 
minorify of the people of the State, declared 
« the connection between the State of Louis- 



iana and the Federal Unioi^ dissolved f* 
you, genHflwen, have been chosen, the elect 
of the loyal people of Louisiana^ to undo , 
that work of folly and of crime ; to restore 
the State to its former legitimate position in 
the Union ; to replace it under the protect- 
ing folds of that flag which, everywhere, up- 
on the land and upon the seas, has been ever 
hailed as the symool of liberty and equal 
rights. 

Gentlemen — ^You are all familiar with the 
rise and progress of the grand drama which 
is being enacted in these days upon this con> 
tinent, and of which we also are a part. With 
this Imowledge, you will accept the pro- 
gress of ideas ; yon will accept the changes 
which great convulsions in the opinions and 
in the societies of men make a necessitv ; 
you will willingly exchange a dead past for 
a livinff future. 

GenSemen— The first, chief cause of the 

E resent rebellion is patent to you all i you 
ave been called together, invested with 
the plenary powers which, under our insti- 
tutions, belong to an organic political body; 
not only for the purpose of restoring the 
State to the Union, but also for the equal 
purpose of removing that fatal cause of strife 
and rebellion from Liouisiana forever. You 
will, I know, perform those and the many 
other duties confided to your chaige boldly, 
with decision ; looking only to the prosper- 
ity and happiness of your State, and of our 
common country. 

Mr. Bell moved to elect a secretary by 
ballot. 

Mr. Montamat moved to lay the motion 
on the table. Carried. 

The Convention then proceeded to the 
election of a secretary, when the following 
■gentlemen were nominated : Messrs. Neelis, 
McClellan, Girard, White, Reynolds, Hoi- 
land, Derickson and Murphy. The vote be- 
ing taken by roll-call, Neelis received 44, 
Derickson 10, McClellan 8, Holland 6, White 
6, Girard 4, Murphy 2. Mr. Neelis having 
a minority of the votes was declared to be 
duly elected. 

Messrs. Henderson, Thorpe and Campbell 
were appointed a committee to escort Mr. 
Neelis to his seat. 

A motion was made to ballot for sergeant- 
at-arms. This was laid on the table, and 
the following gentlem^i were nominated : 
T. F. McGuire, C. Baumbach, Thos. K. Flan- 
igail, M. DeConrsey. The roll was called, 
but there was no choice. Mr. Ffainigiin then 
withdrew, and the roll was again called,

was cast : DeConrsey 41 ; Baumbach 36 ; 
McGuire 1. Mr. DeCoursey was accordingly 
declared elected sergeant-at-anns. 

It was moved by Mr. Brott that the com- 
mittee appointed to wait on the secretary, 
also wait upon the sergeant-ai-arms, and in- 
form him of his election.

Friday, April 8th, 1864. 

At a quarter past 12 o'clock, the president 
called the Convention to order, and stated 
that the proceedings would be opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Mi. Bass. 

After the prayer by the Rev. Mr. Bass, 
the secretary proceeded to call the roll, and 
it appeared that 78 members were present. 
The chair announced a quorum present, and 
that the Convention was ready to proceed 
to business. 

Mr. Hills, the former secretary pro tern.., 
stated that he had been requested to read 
the minutes of yesterday's proceedings ; 
which were accordingly read and adopted. 

Mr. Haman oflfered the following pream- 
ble and resolution : 

Wh^eas, We are informed, upon wha* 
appears to be good authority, that already 
two members of this Convention have been 
assaulted, one for performing his duties as a 
member of this Convention ; therefore 

Besdlved, That said persons be reported 
to the proper authorities for proper punish- 
ment. 

- In offering the resolution, Mr. Haman 
stated that himself and one other member of 
the Convention had been violently assaulted 
on account of their official action in the 
Convention, and he thought the matter 
should be taken up by the Convention. 

A motion was made to lay the resolution 
on the table, and lost 

Mr. Bell moved that a committee of three 
be appointed by the chair to investigate 
the matter complained of. Upon putting the 
question to a vote the president declared 
the motion carried. 

A division was called for, and the decision 
of the chair sustained — 48 yeas, 30 nays. 



The chair appointed Messrs. Wilson, Mor* 
ris and Roselius. A motion was made to 
add the name of Col. T. B. Thorpe. Col. 
Thorpe begged to be excused, and the com- 
mittee stood as first appointed. 

Mr. J. W. Thomas moved that the Con- 
vention proceed to take j up the unfinished 
business of the previous day, and to complete 
its organization by the election of a door- 
keeper and messenger. 

Mr. Cazabat moved as an amendment that 
the officers not already elected be appointed 
by the chair. 

Mr. Wilson oflTered a substitute, authorisb- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to appoint his as- 
sistants, including a door-keeper and mes- 
senger. 

Mr. Montamat obtained the floor, and 
stated that he thought all these motions out 
of order, and moved that the Convention 
proceed to elect a door-keeper. 

Another motion was made that the presi- 
dent appoint a door-keeper. 

Nominations for door-keeper were de- 
clared in order, and the following nomina- 
tions were made : Mr. Crozat nominated Mr. 
A. Martin, Mr. Haman nominated Mr. Mal- 
lory, Mr. Duane nominated Mr. McCarty, Mr.

The committee appointed to draft Rules 
of Order for this Convention, beg leave to 
submit the following as their report : 

Ruies and RegtUations of the OonvenUon of 
the People of Louisiana, ' 

THE DUTIES AND RIGHTS OP THE PRESIDENT* 

I. He shall take the chair everv day at 
the hour to which the Convention shall have 
acyourned on the preceding day, and im- 
mediately call the members to order. If a 
quorum should be in attendance, he shall 
cause the journal of the preceding day to be 
read. 

n. He shall preserve order and decorum ; 
may speak to points of order in preference 
to members, iising from his seat for that 
purpop ; he shall 'decide questions of or- 
der, subject to an appeal to the Convention 
made by any two members, on which ap- 
peal no member shall speak more than 
once, unless by leave of the Convention. 

HI. He shall rise to put a question, but 
may state it while sitting. 

ly . Questions shall be distinctly put in 
this form, to-wit : " As many of you as are 
of opinion that (as the question maybe) 
say aye," and, after the affirmative voice is 
expressed—" As many as are of contrary 
opinion sajr no." If the president doubt, 
or if a division be called for, the Conven- 
tion shall divide ; those in the affirmative of 



the question shall rise fipom their 8eats> and 
afterwards those in the negative. Th^ 
president shall then rise and state the de- 
cision of the Convention. 

y. The president shall have the right to 
examine and correct the journal before it 
is read. He shall have a general direction 
of the hall. He shall have a right to name 
any member to perform the duties of the 
chair, but such substitution shall not ex- 
tend beyond an acyournment. 

VI. In all cases of etection by the Con- 
vention the president shall vote ; in other 
cases he shall not vote, unless the Conven- 
tion be equally divided, or unless his vote, 
if given to the minority, will make the divi- 
sion equal ; and in case of such equal divi- 
sion, the question shall be lost 

Vil. All committees shall be appointed 
hj the president, unless otherwise especially 
directed by the Convention, in which case 
they shall be elected by the Convention ; 
and, if upon such vote, the number required 
shall not be elected by a majority of the 
votes given, the Convention shall proceed 
to a second ballot, in which a plurality 
shall prevail ; and in case a greater nuji- 
ber than are required to compose or com- 
plete a committee, shall have an equal num- 
ber of votes, the Convention shall take an- 
other vote. 

VIII. All acts, addresses, and joint reso- 
lutions shall be signed by the president ; 
and all writs, warrants and subpoenas, is- 
sued by order of the Convention, shall be 
under his hand, and attested by the secre- 
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X In case of any disturbance or dtsoi^ 
derly conduct in the gallery or lobby,, the 
president (or chairman) shall have power 
to order the same to be cleared. 

. • RULES OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

X. When any member is about to speak 
in debate or deliver any matter to the Con- 
vention, he shall rise from his seat and re- 
spectfully address himself to "Mr. Presi- 
dent" 

XI. If any member, in speaking or other- 
wise, transgresses the rules of the Conven- 
tion, itke president shall, or any member 
may, call to order ; in which case the mem- 
ber so called to order shall immediately sit 
down, unless permitted to explain ; and tho 
Convention shall, if appealed to, decide on 
the case, but without debate. If the deci- 
sion be in favor of the member called to 
order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if 
the decision be against him and the case 
require it, he shall be liable to the censure 
of the Convention. 

XU. When two or more members hap- 
pen to rise at once, the president shall name 
the one who is first to speak. 

Xin. No member shall speak more than 
twice on the same question, nor more than 
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an hour on eadi occasion, without leave of 
the Convention, nor more than once until 
every member choosing to speak shall have 

rken. But the mover of any proposition 
II have the right to open and close the 
debate ; and in case the proposition comes 
from any committee, then the member mak- 
ing &e report from the committee shall 
have the right to open and close the debate 
in like manner. 

XIV. While the president is putting any 
question, or addressing the House, no mem- 
ber 'shall walk out of, or across, the house ; 
nor shall any one, in such case, when a 
member is speaking, entertain private dis- 
course or cross the hall between him and 
theroeaker. 

XV. No member shall vote on any ques- 
tion in the result of which he has a sepa- 
rate and distinct interest, nor in any case 
when he was not within the bar of the Con- 
vention when the question was put And 
when any member shall ask leave to vote, 
the president shall propound to him the 
question : Were you wUhin i^ bar when the 
qmesHon was put? But when the yeas and 
nays are taken, and any member ask leave 
to vote, the president shall inquire of him 
whether he was within the bar when his 
name was coiled^. 

XVI. .Upon a division and a count of the 
Convention upon anv questioii, no member 
without the bar shall be counted. 

XVII. Every member who shall be in the 
Convention when a question is put, shall 
give his vote, unless the Convention, for 
reasons assijgued, shall excuse him. No mem- 
ber shall be allowed to make any explana- 
tion of a vote he is about to give, or asked 
to be excused from voting, after tiie secre- 
tary, under order of the Convention, shall 
have commenced calling the yeas and 
nays. 

aVIII. When a motion is made and se- 
conded, it shall be stated by the president ; 
or, being in writing, it eihall be handed to 
the chair, and read aloud by the secretary, 
before debated. 

XIX. Every motion should be reduced to 
writing, if the president or any member de- 
sire it. 

XX. No person, except the commanding 
general of we department, the governor of 
any State, the heads of departments of this 
State, the mayor of the city, and such other 
persons as the Convention may see proper, 
shall be admitted within the bar of the Con- 
vention. 

XXI. Aftei' a motion is stated by the pre- 
sident, or read by the secretary, it shall be 
deemed to-be in possession of the Conven- 
tion, but may be withdrawn by the mover 
with the consent of the member who may 
have second^ the proposition. 

XXII. When a question is under debate, 



no motion shall be received but to a^Jdum ; 
2d, to lie on the table ; 3d, for the previoils 
question ; 4th, to postpone to a certain day; 
5th, to commit ; 6th, to amend ; or^ 7th, to 
postpone indefinitely — which several mo- 
tions shall liave precedence in the order in 
which they are arranged, and no motion to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to 
postpone indefimtely being decided, shall 
be again allowed on the same day and at 
the same stage of the motion or proposition. 
A motion to strike out the enacting words 
of a motion shall have precedence of a mo- 
tion to amend, and, if carried, shall be con- 
sidered equivalent to its rejection. 

XXni. The previous question shall be put 
in this form : *^ Shall the main question now 
be put?" It shall only be admitted when 
seconded by a msgonty of the members 
present, and, when earned, Its eflTects shall 
be to put an end to all debate, and to bring 
the Convention to a direct vote — 1st, upon 
the pending amendment, and so on, back to 
the first amendment offered; 2d, upon 
amendments, reported upon a committee, if 
any ; and 3d, upon the main <]^uestion. 

On a motion for the previous question, 
and prior to the secon^ng of the same, a 
call of the Convention shall be in order ; 
but after a majority shall have seconded 
such motion, no call shall be in order prior 
to a decision of the main question. On a 
motion for a previous question there shall 
be no debate. 

All Incidental questions of order arising 
after a motion Is made for the previous 
question, and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, 
without debate. After a call for the pre- 
vious question has been sustained by the 
Convention, the question shall be put and 
determined in order as above, without de- 
bate on either amendments or the main 
question. 

XXIV. Any member may call for a divi- 
sion of a question, when the same will ad- 
mit of it. 

XXV. No new motion or proposition on a 
subject different from that under consider- 
ation shall be admitted under color of 
amendment, or as a substitute for the mo- 
tion or proposition under debate. 

XXVI. When a motion hap been once 
made and carried in the affirmative or neg- 
ative, it shall be in order for any member 
of the nuyority to move for a reconsidera- 
tion thereof ; provided it is made on the 
same day or the next sitting day, before the 
order of the day is taken up. And a motion 
for immediate reconsideration shall super- 
cede a notice that a reconsideration will be 
moved. 

XXVn. When the reading of a paper is 
called for, and the same is objected to by 
any member, the Convention shall deter- 
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mine whether said paper shall be read or 
not. 

XXVIII. If a pending question be not 
disposed of, owing to an adjournment of ihe 
ConYention, and be revived on the succeed- 
ing day, no member, who has spoken twice 
on the day preceding, shall be allowed to 
speak again without leave. 

XXIX. When motions are made for the 
reference of a subject to a select standing 
committee, and a standing committee, the 
question for the reference to a standing 
committee shall be first put. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR THE DAY. 

XXX. As soon as the journal is read and 
the names of the members called, the presi- 
dent shall ask if there are any petitions, 
memorials, or resolutions to be presented. 
The petitions, memorials and resolutions 
having been presented and disposed of, re- 
ports, first from standing and then from se- 
lect committees, shall be called for ; after 
which the president shall dispose of the 
messages, communications, resolutions and 
ordinances on his table, and then proceed 
to call the order of the day, which shall al- 
ways be taken up at 12 o^clock m. 

XXXI. The unfinished business in which 
the Convention was engaged at the time of 
the last adjournment shall have the prefer- 
ence in the orders of the day ; and no mo- 
tion, or any other business, shall have the 
preference in the orders of the day ; and no 
motion, or any other business, shall be re- 
ceived without special leave of the Conven- 
tion until the former is disposed of. The 
order of the day shall be as follows : 

1. The unfinished business in which the I 
Convention was engaged at its last adjourn- 
ment. 

2. Special orders of the day. 

3. Ordinances and resolutions, in the or- 
der in which they have been presented to 
the Convention. 

XXXn. Petitions, memorials and other 
papers, addressed to the Convention, shall 
be presented by the president or by a mem- 
ber in his place ; a brief statement ot the 
contents thereof shall be made verbally by 
the member introducing the same. 

XXXin. Any ten members, after organ- 
ization of the Convention, are authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members. 

XXXIV. Upon calls for the Convention, 
and in taking tibe yeas and nays on any 
question, the names of the members shall be 
call alphabetically., 

XXXV. All questions relating to the pro- 
priety of business shall be decided without 
debate. 

XXXVI. A motion to adjourn, and a mo- 
tion to fix the day to which the Convention 
shall adjourn, shall always be in order, ex- 
cept when the yeas and nays are being call- 
ed ; and when the question^ has just previ- 
ously been put and negatived, these mo- 



tions, and the motion to lie on the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 

XXXVII. No member shall absent him- 
self from the service of the Convention un- 
less he have leave or be unable from sick- 
ness to attend. 

XXXVIII. No committee shall have the 
right to appoint a clerk without the consent 
of the Convention being first obtained, ex- 
cept the Committee on Enrollment. 

XXXIX. It shall be in order for the Com- 
mittee on Enrollment to report at any time. 

XL. All officers appointed or elected by 
the Convention shall hold tiiiem during the 
pleasure of the Convention only. 

XLI. All ordinances before the Conven- 
tion shall be taken up and acted upon in 
the order in which they are numbered, and 
it shall be the duty of the secretary to num 
ber every ordinance in its regular order 
upon its first reading. 

XLII. No standing rule or order of the 
Convention shall be rescinded or changed 
without one day's notice being given of the 
motion thereof. Nor shall any rule be sus- 
pended, except by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present. Nor shall the order 
of business, as established by the rules of 
the Convention, be postponed or changed, 
except by a vote of at least two-thirds of 
the members present. 

XLin. After a resolution shall have been 
adopted by the Convention it shall be en- 
grossed in a fair hand, and after examina- 
tion and report by the Committee on En- 
rollment, shall be signed by the president 
and secretary. 

XLIV. The proceedings of the Conven- 
tion shall be entered on the journal as con- 
cisely as possible, care being taken to de- 
tail a true and accurate account of the pro- 
ceedings. 

XLV. Every vote of the Convention shall 
be entered on the journal with a concise 
statement of the question ; and ft brief state- 
ment of the contents of each petition, me- 
morial or paper presented to the Conven- 
tion, shall be also inserted on the journal. 

XL VI. In case any secretary, sergeant- 
at-arms or doorkeeper of the Convention 
fail to perfoim his duty, the Secretary shall 
make a report thereof to the Convention 
without delay. 

XL VII. The secretarv shall read the 
journal daily from the sheet on which the 
minutes are written ; and after being so 
read and corrected, the said minutes shall 
be recorded in the journal, and copies, au- 
thenticated by the signature of the secre- 
tary, shall be prepared for delivery at his 
desk to the printer by 10 o'clock on the 
day following that on which it shall have 
been read. 

XLVm. The secretarv shall be respon- 
sible to the Convention for the accuracy of 
the journals and for the fidelity and prompt 
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execution of all work ordered by the Con- 
▼ention ; he shall keep the bill book in his 
own handwriting ; he shall endorse all bills, 
joint resolutions, and all documents proper 
to be endorsed ; he shall keep in his charge 
all bills and documents in . the custody of 
the Convention, and keep ithem in proper 
order. 

XLIX. The duties of the ser^eant-at-«rm8 
shall be to attend the Convention during its 
sittings^ to have the charge of the chamber 
of the Convention, and tlie committees 
rooms, and offices belonging thereto, to 
keep the same in order, and execute the 
commands of the Convention from time to 
time, together with all such process, issued 
byauthoritv thereof, as shall be directed 
to him by the president 

L. The secretary or assistant secretary 
shall rise and remain standing whilst read- 
ing any document to the Convention. 

LL The assistant secretarv of the Con- 
vention shall, in the event of the absence, 
resignation or death of the secretary, ti^e 
charge of and attend to all the duties of his 
office until his successor shall be elected. 
It shall also be his duty to write with his 
own hand the journal of the Convention, 
when not acting as secretary. 

Ln. The duties of the doorkeeper shall 
be to keep the door of the lobby, announce 
messages and peribrm such other duties as 
the president may require. 

LIII. No less than one-fifth of the mem- 
bers present shall be entitied to call for tiie 
yeas and nays on any question. 

LIV. A quorum shall consist of a ma- 
jority of the members elected and admitted 
to this Convention. 

LV. The officers of this Convention shall 
consist of a president, secretary, two as- 
sistant secretaries, and as many clerks as 
may be required, an official printer, four re- 
porters, a doorkeeper, two messengers, a 
postmaster, and such other officers as the 
Convention may deem necessary from time 
to time. 

liVI. On any^ question of order or parlia- 
mentary practice, when these rules are 
silent or inexplicit, Jefferson's Manual, or 
Cnshing's work on Parliamentary Law, shall 
be considered as authority. 

The following committees shall be ap- 
pointed by the chair as standing commii 
tees of this Convention : 

1. A Committee on Elections, to be com- 
posed of five members. 

2. A Committee on Preambles and Dis- 
tribution of Powers, to consist of five mem- 
bers. 

3. A Committee on the Legislative De- 
partment, to consist of seven members. 

4. A Committee on Executive Depart- 
ment, to consist of seven members. 

5. A Committee on Judiciary Depart- 
meBt, to consist of seven members.

At twenty minutes past 12 o'clock, the 
chair called the Convention to order, and 
the proceedings were opened with prayer 
by the Rev. J. G. Bass.

Whereas, At a convention of delegates 
assembled in this hall on the 26th day of 
January, 1861, and purporting to represent 
the people of this State, it was ordained 
and declared in the words following — that 
is to say : 

" An Ordinance to dissolve the union be- 
tween the State of Louisiana and other 
States, united with her under the com- 
pact entitled * The Constitution of the 
United States of America.' 

" We the people of the State of Louisianay in 
Convention assemhledy do declare and ordain, 
and U is heret/y declared and ordained. That 
the ordinance passed by us in Convention 
on the 22d day of November, in the year 
1811, whereby the constitution of the United 
States of America and the amendments of 
the said constitution were adopted ; and all 
laws and ordinances by which the State of 
Louisiana became a member of the Federal 
Union, be and the same are hereby repealed 
and abrogated; and that the Union now 
subsisting between Louisiana and other 
States, under the name of ^The United 
States of America,' is hereby dissolved. . 

" We do further declare and ordain, That 
the State of Louisiana hereby resumes all 
rights and powers heretofore delegated to 
the government of the United States of 
America; that her citizens are absolved 
from all allegiance to said government ; 
and that she is in full possession and exer- 
cise of all those rights of sovereignty which 
appertain to a free and independent State. 

" We dofurt}i£r declare and ordain, That all 
rights acquired and vested under the con- 
stitution of the United States, or any act of 
Congress, or treaty, or under any law of 
this State, and not incompatibly with this 
ordinance, shall remain in force, and have 



the same ^ect as if this ordinance had not 
been passed." 

Now we, the people of the State of LouIh- 
iana, loyal to the constitution of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, do hereby an- 
nounce, declare and ordain, that the said 
pretended ordinance of secession, so passed 
by disloyal traitors, without the aumority 
of the people and in violation of the Fed- 
eral constitution, together with all other 
ordinances, acts and proceedings of said 
secessionists in said Convention, and of the 
pretended State government instituted un- 
der the said ordinance of secession, are 
utterly nidi and void. 

Risolved, That, representing the people of 
the State of Louisiana, this Convention 
hereby declares its adherence and the ad- 
herence of the people of the State of Louis- 
iana to the constitution of the United States, 
and that we will by all our efforts sustain 
and uphold the government of the United 
States in its effbrts to suppress the present 
uBjust and most wicked rebellion. 

Mr. Henderson moved to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table.

The governor shall publish a proclamation 
duly notifying the people of this State of 
the holding of said election, and ordering 
the sheriffs of the several parishes of this 
State to cause an election to be held under 
the existing laws. Said election to ttdse 
place twenty days after the adjournment of 
the Convention.

their consent, and appropriate tiie same for 
domestic purposes, as will appear by the 
following educational order, officially set 



forth in the words and figures following, 
to-wit : 

EDUCATION OF FRBEDMEN. 

Headquaktkrs Department of the Gulf. ( 
New Orleans, March 22, 1864. | 

General Orders 2w. 38. 

In pursuance of the provisions of General 
Orders No. 23, current series, for the rudi- 
mental instruction of the freedmen of this 
department, placing within their reach the 
elements of Knowledge which give intelli- 
gence and greater value to labor, .and re- 
ducing the provisions necessary therefor to 
an economical and efficient school system ; 

It is ordered that a Board of Education, 
consisting of three persons, be hereby con- 
stituted, with the following duties and 
powers : 

1st. To establish one or more Common 
Schools in each and every school district 
that has been or may be defined by the par- 
ish provost marshals under orders of the 
provost marshal general. 

2d. To acquire by purchase, or otherwise, 
tracts of land, which shall be judged by the 
Board necessary and suitable tor school 
sites, in plantation districts, to be not less 
than one-half acre in extent ; to hold the 
same in trust to themselves until such 
schools shall have been established, when 
they shall transfer all the right and title 
thereto that may have vested in them to the 
superintendent of public institutions, or 
other competent State authority : 

3d. To erect upon said plots of land such 
school-houses as they may judge necessary 
and proportioned to the wants of the popu- 
lation of the district, where there are no 
buildings available and proper for school 
purposes. And in this, as in all other du- 
ties, they shall exercise the strictest econ- 
omy. 

4th. To select and employ proper teach- 
ers for said schools, as far as practicable, 
from the loyal inhabitants of Louisiana, 
with power to require their attendance for 
the purpose of instruction in their duties, 
one week at least at a Normal School, to be 
conducted by the Board. 

6th. To furnish and provide the neces- 
sary books, stationery and apparatus for the 
use of such schools, and in addition thereto 
to purchase and furnish an outfit of a well- 
selected library, Ac, for each freed person 
in the several school districts who is above 
the age of attending school duty, at a cost 
to each, including a case to contain the 
same, not exceeding two and a half dollars, 
which sum shall be included in the general 
tax hereinafter provide.!, but shall be de- 
ducted from the laborer's wages by his em- 
ployer, when such books are furnished. 

6th. To regulate the course of study, dia- 
oipline and hours of instruction for children 
on week days, and adults on Sundays ; to 
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require sach conformity to their regnlatioiis 
and Bach retoms and reports from their 
teachers aa they may deem neoesmury to se- 
cure uniformity, thoroughness and efficiency 
in said schools. 

7th. To havegenerally the same authority 
and perform the same duties that assessors, 
supervisors and trustees have in the North- 
em States, in the matter of establishing and 
conducting Common Schools. 

And for the fiill accomplishment of these 
purposes and the performance of the duties 
enjoined upon them, the Board shall have 
ftiU power and authority to assess, and levy 
a School Tax upon real and personal prop- 
erty, including crops of plantations, in each 
and every before mentioned School Dis- 
trict. The said taxes so levied shall be 
sufficient in amount to defray the cost and 
expense of establishing, fUmishing and con- 
ducting for the period of one year the 
school or schools so established in each and 
every of the said districts ; and said taxes 
shall be collected from the person or per- 
sons in the occupation of the property as- 
sesseu. 

8th. The taxes so assessed and levied in 
and for each district shall be collected and 
paid over to the Board by the parish pro- 
vost marshal, within thirfv days after the 
tax list and schedule shall nave been placed 
in his hands ; and he shall forthwith report 
to the Board whether there are in the dis- 
tricts of this parish any buildmgs available 
and suitable for school-houses, and shall at 
all times, when required, assist by his au- 
thority the Board in carrying out the spirit 
of this order. The taxes, when collected, 
shall be forthwith deposited in the First 
National Bank of New Orleans, subject only 
to the order of the whole Board, which 
shall make a monthly exhibit of accounts 
and report of their doings to the command- 
ing ffeneral. 

9th. In the performance of all their du- 
ties the Board shall co-operate, as far as 
practicable, with the superintendent of 
Public Education, recently elected. % 

10th. The current school year shall be 
estimated from February 1st, 1864, to Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1865. 

lltb. The following officers and citizens 
are appointed upon this Board, and will be 
obeyed and respected accordingly :

BescHved, That a committee concdsting of 
ftve members be appointed by the president 
of this Convention for the purpose of cor- 
responding with and requesting the authori- 
ties in Washingtoa City for tiie return, to 
the State of Louisiana, of Powers's grand 
statue of Washington, taken from the Capitol 
building in Baton Rouge by the United 
States forces, on the occupation of that place 
by the Federal army, and sent by them as 
a trophy to adorn the Central Park, New 
York city, where it is now placed. 

The president was unable to determine 
upon a mva tx>ce vote, and upon a rising 
vote the resolution was adopted by 49 yeas 
to 23 nays. 

Mr. Wenck offered the following, which 
was seconded: 

I move a reconsideration of the vote 
adopting the resolution requiring the journal 
and debates of this Convention to be pub- 
lished in the English and French languages, 
and furnishing each member with three 
copies thereof. 

Mr. Montamat moved to lay it on the 
table. The vote was taken, resulting as 
follows : Ayes 42, nays 37. 

The question then recurred upon the adop- 
tion of Mr. Wenck's motion to reconsider, 
when the ayes and nays were called.

Mr. Wenck offered the following: 

Besoivedy That the resolution adopted 
allowing each member of this Convention a 
compensation of ten dollars a day, be re- 
pealed. 

M. Haman called for the reading of Judge 
Howeirs resolution, which was as follows : 

Hesolvedf That the resolution adopted on 
Friday, 15th April, 1864, in the following 
words, to-wit : "Be it resolved, That the sum 
of one hundred thousand dollars be and the 
same is hereby appropriated out of the 
general fund, for the purpose of paying the 
members, officers and employes of this Con- 
vention, the mileage and per diem to which 
they are respectively entitled ; the same to 
be paid by the treasurer of the State, on the 
warrant of the president of the Convention," 
be and the same is hereby rescinded.

Mr. Goldman seconded. 
Mr. Montamat remarked that this had 
already been voted down, and the president 
informed him it was to lie over till to-mor- 
row. 

Mr. Austin reiterated Mr. Montamat's 
statement, to which tiie president made the 
same reply as before. 
Mr. Goldman offered the following : 
Besolvedj That the amendment to pub- 
lish an official report in the G:erman lan- 
guage is hereby embodied in the original 
motion to publish in the English and French 
languages. 

The president decided it was out of 
order. 

Mr. Cazabat asked to reconsider the reso- 
lution of Mr. Sullivan in rdation to the 
statue of Washington, when that gentleman 
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unless absent by permission of the Conven- 
tion, or for sickness, either in his own per- 
son or family, the proof of which shall be a. 
certificate from a regular physician. 

Besolved further y That the secretary keep 
a record of the names of all members not 
answering at roll call, and the names of all 
members who shall be absent from their 
seats an entire day, and for each day so 
absent, unless they have leave of absence 
from the Convention ; and to make a list of 
said members at the end of every week, a 
copy of which shall be ftimished the Com- 
mittee on Finance and a copy to the presi- 
dent of the Convention, who will strictly 
enforce the penalties as prescribed in the 
foregoing resolution. 
The resolutions were seconded. 
Mr. Austin moved the resolution be laid 
on the table, whereupon Mr. Stocker de- 
sired that his resolution of the last day's 
meeting should be read for the information 
of the Convention. 
The following was then read :

to deny such supreme ri^ht would be tanta- 
mount to disfranchise said people ; 

Besolvedj That all resolutions and motions 
to be presented in this Convention be trans- 
lated into the French language, so that th« 
members from the several parishes, who are 
not familiar with the English language, be 
fully aware of what they are voting upon. 

Mr. Cazabat stated that in order to facili- 
tate the progress of business he presented 
the following : # 
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said he had no objection to the i*e8olution 
lying over till to-morrow. 

Mr.. Brott tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Ck>nunittee on Enrollment, 
which was accepted bj the Convention, 
and the president appointed Mr. Mendiverri 
to supply the vacancy. 

The president announced that the re- 
port of the committees would be presented 
in order. 

Mr. Bonzano, as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Emancipation, stated that they 
had not yet completed their labor. 

Mr. Heard, as chairman of the Committee 
on Preamble, submitted the following : 
To the Honorable ihe President and Members

The committee appointed by the presi-

That Articles Nos. 1 and 2 of the consti- 
tution of 1852 ought not in any manner to 
be altered or changed, which articles read 
as follows : 

"Art. 1. The powers of thegovemment of 
the State of Louisiana shall be divided into 
three distinct departments, and each of them 
be confided to a separate body of ma^ 
tracy, to-wit; those which are legislative 
to one, those which are executive to anoth- 
er, and those which are judicial to another. 

"Art 2. No one of these departments, nor 
any person holding office in one of them, 
shall exereise power properly belonging to 
either of the others, except in the instances 
hereinafter expressly directed or permitted." 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

illness in his family, and no objection beiog 
made, that was ordered. 

The chair informed the Convention that 
as there were no petitions or memorialB, 
resolutions were in order and that new ones 
took precedence. 

Mr. Gorlinski presented the following : 
WhereaSf On the evacuation of Baton 
Rouge, after the ever-memorable battle of 
the 5th day of August, 1862, Colonel Payne, 
of the Fourth Wisconsin volunteers, then 
commanding the post of Baton Rouge, 
crowned his heroic deeds of that day by an 
act which has secured to the use of this 
Convention and the State, a valuable public 
library, together with Thorpe's great paint- 
ing of General Zachary Taylor, and other 
paintings, which now adorn the hall of this 
Convention, and also saved Hiram Powers's 
statue of Washington, which is said now to 
be in the Patent Office at the national ca- 
pital—all of which would have been stolen 
or destroyed by fire, which demolished the 
State House, had not Colonel Payne caused 
the same to be removed to this city, when 
by order of General Butler they were pro- 
tected as the property of the State : there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Con- 
vention and of the people of Louisiana are 
due and are hereby tendered to Major Gen- 
eral B. F. Butler and Colonel Payne for 
saving the above mentioned valuable State 
property. 

Hesolved further, That the govei;nor be 
and is herebjr requested to correspond with 
the authorities at Washington, and make 
suitable arrangements for the return and 
reception of the above mentioned statue 
of Washington and its future disposition in 
this State. 

Mr. Campbell presented the following : 
Whereas, The United States bounty paid 
to soldiers enlisting in the army, cannot be 
paid to men enlisting in the First and Second 
regiments of New Orleans volunteers, now 
being raised under Cols. Kilbom and Brown, 
because of their being organized for a 
specific purpose, that of the city .defence 
alone, and wishing to aid in filling the 
same; 

Eesolved, That the sum of dollars 

be and the same is hereby appropriated by 
the State, to pay a bounty to each man who 
may hereafter enlist in the First and Second 
regiments of New Orleans volunteers, and 
that the governor is hereby authorized to 
carry the same into effect according to his 
best judgment. 

Mr. Stocker said he considered this a 
very important resolution, and, in order 
that all might vote upon it understandingly, 
moved that it be printed and laid upon 
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the members' desks by the morrow morn- 
ing. 

Motion was seconded but apparently lost 
on vwa voce vote, when a division was called, 
and it was declared lost— nays 36, yeas 34. 

Mr. Hills presented the following :

Mr. Stauffer thought the XXXU Rule 
provided the same, but was informed that 
it did not, and upon viva voce the resolu- 
tion to dispense with the rules was unde- 
cided, whereupon a rising vote was taken 
and deckled in the affirmative — ^yeas 54, 
nays 5. 

The resolution was then unanimously 
adopted. 

The chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Emancipation, Legislative Powers, Ex- 
ecutive and Judiciary Departments, re- 
ported progress. 

Mr. Wilson as chairman of the Committee 
on Impeachment, submitted the following : 
To the President and Members of the Con- 
vention to " Revise and Amend the Gonsti- 

tuUon of Louisiana :" 

Your committee respectfully submit the 
following report: 

The power of impeachment shall be 
vested in the House of Representatives. 

Impeachments of the governor, lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, secretary of 
state, state treasurer, and of the judges of 
the Inferior courts, justices of the peace 
excepted, shall be held by the Senate ; the 
chief justice of the Supreme Court, or the 
senior judge thereof, shall preside during the 
trial of such impeachment Impeachments of 
the judges of the Supreme Court shall be tried 
by the Senate. When sitting as a Court of 
Impeachment, the Senators shall be upon 
oa& or affirmation, and no person shall 
be convicted without the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the Senators present. 

Judgments in cases of impeachments 
shall extend only to removal from office, and 
disqualification from holding any office of 
honor, trust, or profit under the State ; but 
the convicted parties shall, nevertheless, be 
subject to indictment, trial, and punishment 
according to law. 

All officers agunst whom articles of im- 



peachment may be preferred, shall be 
suspended from the exercise of their fiino- 
tions during the pendency of such impeach- 
ment ; the appomting poWer may make a 
provisional appointment to replace any 
suspended officer until the decision of the 
impeachment.. 

The Legislature shall provide by law for 
the trial, punishment and removal from of- 
fice of all other officers of the State by in- 
dictment or otherwise.

On motion of Mr. Sullivan, the resolution 
was laid on the table. 

Mr. Gorlinsici called for the following : 

Resolved, That the regular hour for the 
meedng of this Convention, during the re- 
mainder of its sittings, shall be 12 o'clock 
M., and any member not answering to his 
name, when the roll is calliid, shall forfeit 
the sum of two dollars, to be deducted from 
his per diem, and any member who shall be 
absent from his seat an entire day, shall 
forfeit his per diem for each day he shall 
fail to attend, unless absent by permission 
of the Convention, or for sickness, either in 
his own person or family, the proof of which 
shall be a certificate from a regular phy- 
sician. 

Resolved, further, That the secretary keep 
a record of the names of all members not 
answering at roll-call, and the names of all 
members who shall be absent from their 
seats an entire day, and for each day so 
abseni, unless they have leave of absence 
from tiie Convention ; and to make a list of 



said membera at the end of every week, a 
copy of which shall be ftimished the Com- 
mittee on Finance and a copy to the presi- 
dent of the Convention, who will strictly 
enforce the penalties as prescribed in the 
foregoing resolution. 

The resolutions were laid on the table. 

Mr. Cazabat called the attention of the 
Convention to the fact that the resolution 
of Mr. Mendiverri, in regard to the state- 
ment showing the receipts and expenditures 
of the State treasury under the administra- 
tion of Gen. G. F. Shepley, late military 
governor of the State, was adopted against 
the rule requiring all orders and resolu- 
tions to lie over one day before being acted 
upon by the Convention. 

He therefore moved a reconsideration of 
the vote by which that resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr. Cazabat having stated, in answer to a 
question by the president, that he voted 
against the resolution, he was declared out 
of order. 

The president stated that he believed the 
resolution was properly adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Shaw, the Convention 
acyourned until 12 o'clock m. on Friday, 
the 22d inst

At 12 o'clock M., the Convention was 
called to order by the president, and after 
prayer by the Rev. Mr. Jones, the secretary 
called the roll and the following gentlemen 
answered to their names :

A quorum being present, the minutes of 
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the preceding day were read, and the read- 
ing of the names of members, resolutions, 
the order of the day, and reports of com- 
mittees, being dispensed with, the minutes 
were adopted. 

Mr. Terry presented the following reso- 
lution to lie over : 

Resolvedj That no person is eligible for 
State or municipal office who has not the 
qualifications required in a voter for mem- 
bers of this Convention ; and if there are 
any persons holding office under the State or 
municipal authorities not so qualified, they 
shall be promptly removed. 

Mr. Gorlinski offered the following, which 
was also laid over : 

Resolvedj That the following be adopted 
as an additional standing rule of this Con- 
vention : 

Rule 56.— It shall be in order for any 
member to propose, without previous no- 
tice, any amendment or substitute for an 
original proposition, which may be under 
consideration, provided the same does not 
conflict with Rule 25. 

Mr. Abell offered the following : 

Resolvedy That the report of the several 
Conmiittees on Amendments be printed and 
required to lie over at least two days. 

Resolution seconded. 

The rules were, upon Mr. Montamat'S 
motion, suspended, and it was immediately 
adopted. 

Messrs. Bonzano and Fosdick, chairmen of 
Committees on Emancipation and Legisla- 
tive Department, reported progress. 

Mr. Fish, chairman of Committee on Ex- 
ecutive Department, announced that there 
was no report. 

Mr. Howell, chairman of Committee on 
Judiciary Department, reported progress. 

Mr. Foley, at the request of Mr. Mann, 
chairman of Committee on Greneral Provi- 
sions, read the following : 

Mr. President — ^Your Committee upon 
Greneral Provisions begs leave to make the 
following report: 

Article 1. Members of the General 
' Assembly and all officers, before they enter 
upon the duties of their offices, shall take 
the following oath or affirmation : 

"I ( A B ) do solemnly swear (or, affirm) 
that I will support the constitution and 
laws of the United States and of this State, 
and that I will faithfully and impartially 
discharge and perform all the duties incum- 
bent on me as , according to the best 

of my abilities and understanding, so help 
meXk)d!" 



Art 2. Treason against the State •liAll 

consist only in levying war against it, or in- 
adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort. No person shall be convicted of 
treason unless on the testimony of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act, or his own 
confession in open court 

Art 3. The Legislature shall have power 
to declare the punishment of treason ; but 
no attainder of treason shall work cormp- 
tion of blood or forfeiture, except during 
the life of the person attainted. 

Art 4. Every person shall be disqualified 
from holding any office of trust or profit in 
this State, and shall be excluded from the 
right of suff^rage, who shall have been con- 
victed of treason, pepury, forgery, bribery, 
or other crimes or misdemeanors. 

Art 5. All penalties shall be propor- 
tioned to the nature of the offence. 

Art. 6. The privilege of free suffrage 
shall be supported by laws regulating elec- 
tions, and prohibiting, under adequate pen- 
alties, all undue influence thereon nrom 
power, bribery, tumult, or other improper 
practice. 

Art. 7. No money shall be drawn from 
the treasury but in pursuance of speciflc ap- 
propriation made by law, nor shall any ap- 
propriation of money be made for a longer 
term than two years. A regular statement 
and account of the receipts and expenditures 
of all moneys shall be published annually, 
in such a manner as shall be prescribed by 
law. 

Art 8. It shall be the duty of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to pass such laws as may be 
proper and necessary to decide differences 
of arbitration. 

Art. 9. All civil officers for the State at 
large shall reside within the State, and all 
disSrict or ijarish officers within their dis- 
tricts or parishes, and shall keep their offices 
at such places therein as may be required 
by law. 

Art. 10. All civil officers, except the gov- 
ernor and judges of the Supreme and In- 
ferior Courts, shall be removable by an ad- 
dress of two-thirds of the members of both 
Houses, except those the removal of whom 
has been otherwise provided for by this 
constitution. 

Art. 11. In all elections bv the people, 
the vote shall be taken by ballot, and in all 
elections by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, jointly or separately, the vote 
shall be given viva voce. 

Art. 12. No member of Congress, nor 
person holding or exercising any office of 
trust or profit under the United States, or 
either of them, or any foreign power, shall 
be eligible as a member of the General As- 
sembly, or hold or exercise any office of 
tnist or profit under the State. ^ 

Art. 13. None but citizens of the United 
States shall be appointed to any office of 
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trust or profit, or be employed on the public 
works in this State, providiug the same be 
paid from the public funds, except the com- 
pensation is less than nine hundred dollars 
($900) per annum. 

Art 14. The laws, public records, and 
the judicial and legislative written proceed- 
ings of the State, shall be promulgated, 
preserved and conducted in the language 
in which the constitution of the United 
States is written. 

Art. 15. That no power of suspending the 
la'Vj^s shall be exercised, unless by authority 
of the Legislature. 

Art. 16. Prosecutions shall be by indict- 
ment or information. Tlje accused shall 
have a speedy public trial, by an impartial 
jury of the parish in which the offence shall 
have been committed. He shall not be 
compelled to give evidence against himself ; 
he shall have the right of being heard, by 
himself or counsel ; he shall have the right 
of meeting the witnesses face to face, and 
shall have compulsory process for obtain- 
ing witnesses in his favor ; he shall not be 
twice put in jeopardy for the same offence. 
, Art. 17. All persons shall be bailable by 
sufficient sureties, unless for capital offences, 
where the proof is evident, or the presump- 
tion great, and the privilege of the writ of 
habeas corj^ shall not be suspended, un- 
less when m cases of rebellion or invasion 
the public safety may require it. 

Art. 18. Excessive bail shall not be re- 
quired; excessive fines shall not be im- 
posed ; nor cruel and unusual, punishments 
inflicted. 

Art. 19. The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons, houses, papers and 
effects, against unreasonable searches and 
seizures, shall not be violated, and no war- 
rants shall issue but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and par- 
ticularly describing the place to be searched 
and the persons or things to be seized. 

Art 20. No ex post facto law, nor any 
law impairing the obligations of contracts, 
shall be passed, nor vested rights be divest- 
ed, unless for purposes of public utility, 
and for adequate compensation previously 
made. 

Art 21. That all courts shall be open, 
and anv person, for any injury done him, 
in his lands, goods, person or reputation, 
shall have remedy by due course of law, 
and right and justice administered without 
denial or unreasonable delay. 

Art. 22. The press shall be free. Every 
citizen may freely speak, write and publish 
his sentiments on all subjects, being respon- 
sible for an abuse of this liberty. 

Art 23. The Legislature shall have power 
to grant aid to companies or associations of 
incUviduals, formed for the exclusive pur- 
pose of making works of internal improve- 
ment, wbo^lly or partially within the State,

to the extent only of one-fifth of the capital 
of such companies, by subscription of stock 
or loan in money or public bonds ; but any 
aid thus granted shall be paid to the com- 
pany only in the same proportion as the 
remainder of the capital shall be actually 
paid in by the stockholders of the coilipany ; 
and, in case of loan, such adequate security 
shall be required as to the Legislature may 
seem proper. No corporation or individual 
association receiving the aid of the^tate, 
as herein provided, shall possess bcmking 
or discounting obligations. 

Art. 24. No liability shall be contracted by 
the State, as above mentioned, unless th« 
same be authorized by some law for some sin- 
gle object or work, to be distinctly specified 
therein, which shall be passed by a majority 
of the members elected to both Houses of 
the General Assembly, and the aggregate 
amount of debts and liabilities incurred' 
under this and the preceding article shall 
never, at any one time, exceed eight mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Art. 25. Whenever the Legislature shall 
contract a debt exceeding in amount the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars, unless 
in case of war, to repel invasion or suppress 
insurrection, they shall, in the law creating 
the debt, provide adequate ways and means 
for the pajrment of the current interest and 
of the principal when the same shall become 
due. And the said law shall be irrepeal- 
able until the principal and interest are 
fully paid and discharged, or unless the re- 
pealing law contains some other adequate 
provision for the payment of the principal 
and interest of the debt. 

Art 26. The Legislature shall provide by 
law for all change of venue in civil and 
criminal cases. 

Art 27. No lottery shall be authorized 
by this State, and the buying and selling of 
lottery tickets within the State is prohibited. 

Art 28. No divorce shall be granted by 
the Legislature. 

Art 29. Every law enacted by the Legis 
lature shall embrace but one object, and 
that shall be expressed in the title. 

Art. 30. No law shall be revived or 
amended by reference to its title ; but in 
such case the act revived, or section 
sCmended, shall be re-enacted and published 
at length. 

Art. 31. The Legislature shall never 
adopt any system or code of laws by gen- 
eral reference to such system or code of 
laws, but in all cases shall specify the sev- 
eral provisions of the law it may enact. 

Art. 32. Corporations, with discounting 
privileges, may be either created by special 
acts or framed under general laws. But no 
corporation or individual shall have the 
privilege of issuing notes or bills except 
those which are already chartered. 

Art. 33. In case of the insolvency of any , 
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bank or banking association, the bill holders 
thereof shall be entitled to preference in 
payment over all other creditors of such 
batik or association. 

Art. 34. No person shall hold or exercise, 
at the same time, more than one civil office 
of trust or profit^ except that of justice of 
the peace. 

Art 35. Taxation shall be equal and 
uniform throughout the State. All prop- 
erty on which taxes may be levied in this 
State,^hiall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as directed by law. 
No one species of property shall be taxed 
higher than another species of property of 
equal value, on which taxes shall be levied. 
The Legislature shall have power to levy 
an income tax, and to tax all persons pur> 
suing any occupation, trade or profession. 
Art. 36. The citizens of the city of New 
Orleans shall have the right of appointing 
the several public officers necessary for the 
administration of police of the said city, 
pursuant to the mode of election which shall 
be prescribed by the Legislature ; Provided, 
That the mayor and recorders shall be in- 
eligible to a seat in the General Assembly, 
and the mayor and recorders shall be com- 
missioned by the governor as justices of 
the peace, and the Le^slature may vest in 
them such criminal jurisdiction as may be 
necessary for the punishment of minor crimes ' 
and offences. 

Art 37. The Legislature may provide by 
law in what case officers shall continue to 
perform the duties of their offices until their 
successors shall have been inducted into 
office. 

Art. 38. The Legislature shall have power 
to extend this constitution and the jurisdic- 
tion of this State over any territory acquired 
by compact with any State, or wim the 
United States, the same being done by con- 
sent of the United States. 

Art. 39. None of the lands granted by 
Congress to the State of Louisiana for aid- 
ing in constructing the necessary levees and 
drains, to reclaim the swamp and overflowed 
lands in the State, shall be diverted from 
the purposes for which they were granted. 

Art 40. The Legislature shall pass no low 
excluding citizens of this State from office 
for not being conversant with any language 
except that in which the constitution of the 
United States is written.

of the Convention. 

Mr. Hills, chairman of the Committee on 
Public Education, read their report 
To the president and members of the Conven- 
tion for Vhe rennsion and ammdm^nt of the 
Constitution of Louisiana : 
The undersigned, members of the Com- 
mittee on Public Education, have the honor 
to submit the following 

^REPORT. 

Article — . There shall be elected a super- 
intendent of Public Education, who shall 
hold his office for the term of two years. 
His duties shall be prescribed by law, and 
he shall receive such compensation as the 
Legislature may direct ; Provided, That the 
Greneral Assembly shall have power, by a 
vote of the majority of the members elected 
to both Houses, to abolish the said office of 
superintendent of Public Education when- 
ever, in their opinion, said office shall be no 
longer necessary. 

Art — . The General Assembly shall 
establish free public schools throughout the 
State for all children, and shall provide for 
their support by general taxation on prop- 
erty, or otherwise ; and all moneys so raised 
or provided, shall be distributed to each 
parish in proportion to the number of chil- 
dren between such ages as shall be fixed by^ 
the Greneral Assembly ; but all schools for 
colored children shall be separate and dis- 
tinct from scho(jls for white children. 

Art — . In order to promote the more ex- 
tensive diflfUsion of knowledge, the General 
Assembly shall make annual appropriation 
for the encouragement of private schools 
throughout the State, but the General As- 
sembly shall not be required to make such 
appropriation for private schools in the 
parish of Orleans that do not number two 
hundred pupils, and in other parishes the 
General Assembly shall determine what 
private schools are sufficiently large to de- 
serve such appropriations. 

Art — . The English language only shall 
be taught in the common schools m this 
State. 

Art — . An university shall be established 
in the city of New Orleans. It shall be 
composed of four faculties, to-wit : one of 
law, one of medicine, one of the natural 
sciences and one of letters. The Legisla- 
tiire shall provide by law for its organiza- 
tion, but shall be under no obligation 
to contribute to the establishment or sup- 
port of said university by appropriations. 

Art. — . The proceeds of all lands here- 
tofore granted by the United States to this 
State for the use or support of schools, and 
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of all laads which may hereafter be granted 
or bequeathed for any other purpose, which 
hereafter may be disposed of by the State, 
and t^e proceeds of the estates of deceased 
persons to which the State may become 
entitled by law, shall be held by the State 
as a loan, and shall be and remain a per- 
petual fiind on which the State shall ^av an 
annual interest of six per cent, which in- 
terest together with the interest of the Trust 
Funds, deposited with this State by the 
United States, under the act of Congress 
approved June 23, 1836, and all the rents of 
the ^unsold lands shall be appropriated to 
the support of such schools, and this ap- 
propriation shall remain inviolable. 

Art. — . All moneys arising from the sales 
which have been, or may hereafter be made 
of any lands heretofore granted by the 
United States to this State for the use of a 
seminary of learning, and from any kind of 
donation that may hereafter be made for 
tiiat purpose, shall be and remain a per- 
.petual fund, the interest of which, at six 
per cent per annum, shall be appropriated 
to the support of a seminary of learning for 
the promotion of literature, and the arts and 
sciences, and no law shall ever be made 
diverting said fund to any other u^ than to 
the establishment and improvement of said 
seminary of learning, and the Grcneral As- 
sembly shall have power to raise funds for 
the organization and support of said semin- 
ary of learning in such manner as it may 
deem proper.

Mr. Hart, of the Committee on Education, 
gave notice that he should offer the fol- 
lowing amendment : 

In order to promote the more extensive 
diffusion of knowledge, it shall be the duty 
of the Greneral Assembly to make annual 
appropriations for the encouragement of all 
private schools throughout the State, which 
are, or may hereafter be, incorporated by 
legislative enactments. 

Mr. Balch stated that, though a member 
of the committee, he was, through indisposi- 
tion, unable to attend its meeting, and 
moved that the consideration of the report 



should be postponed until Saturday, 30th 
inst, as he intended to discuss several pro- 
visions. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Stocker said he thought he rose in 
time to object to the adoption of the amend- 
ment, as he understood that amendments 
must be offered at the same time with the 
report, but was informed that Mr. Hart's 
amendment was in fact a minority report 

Mr. Cutler, chairman of Committee on 
Mode of Revising the Constitution, reported 
progress. 

No report of Committee on Schedule. 

Mr. Shaw, chairman of Committee on 
Ordinances, reported progress. The same 
was stated of the Committee on Enrollment 

The Committee on Finance had no report 
to make, nor had the Committee on Print- 
ing. 

The Committee on Expenses, through 
their chairman, Mr, S. Pursell, reported ^ 
progress. 

The' Committee on Federal Relations had 
agreed upon no report 

Mr. Howell, as chairman of Committee 
on the Judiciary Department, submitted the 
following : 
To the president and members of the Converir 

iion to revise and amend the GonstUution 

of the Stale of Louisiana : 

The Committee of Judiciary Department 
beg leave to report the following articles, 
and recommend iJieir adoption as a' portion 
of the constitution of this State on the sub-, 
ject of Judiciary, to-wit : 

TITLE IV — JUDICLOIY DEPARTMENT. 

Article 1. The Judiciary power shall be 
vested in a Supreme Coiu*t, in such inferior 
courts as the Legislature may, from time to 
time,- order and establish, and in justices of 
the peace. 

Art. 2. The Supreme Court, except in 
cases hereinafter provided, shall have ap- 
pellate jurisdiction only ; which jurisdiction 
shall extend to all cases when the matter 
in dispute shall exceed three hundred dol- 
lars ; to all cases in which «the constitution- 
ality or legality of any tax, toll or impost 
whatsoever, or of any fine, forfeitiu-e or pen- 
alty imposed by a municipal corporation, 
shall be in contestation ; and to all criminal 
cases on questions of law alone Whenever the 
offence charged is punishable with death or 
imprisonment at hard labor, or when a fine 
exceeding three himdred dollars is actually 
imposed. 

Art. 3. The Supreme Court shall be com- 
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posed of one chief justioe and-four associate 
justiceS) a majority of whom shall constitate 
a quorum. The chief justice shall receive 
a salary of ten thousand, dollars, and each 
of tiie associate justices a salary ot nine 
thousand dollars, annually, until otherwise 
pcovided by law. The court shall appoint 
its own clerks. 

Art. 4. The Supreme Court shall hold its 
sessions in New Orleans from the first Mon- 
day of the month of November to the end 
of the n^onth of June inclusive. The Legis- 
ture shall have power to fix the sessions 
elsewhere during the rest of the year ; until 
otherwise provided, ^e session shall be 
held as heretofore. 

Art 5. The Supreme Court and each of 
the judges thereof shall have power to issue 
writs of habeas corpus, at the mstance of all 
persons in actual custody under process, in 
all cases in which they may have appellate 
jurisdiction. 

Art. 6. No judgment shall be rendered by 
the Supreme Court without the concurrence 
of a minority of the judges comprising the 
court. Whenever the m^jority cannot agree, 
in consequence of the recusation of any 
member or members of the court, the judges 
not recused shall have power to call upon 
any judge or judges of the inferior courts, 
whose duty it shall be, when so called upon, 
to sit in the place of the judge or judges 
recused, and to aid in determining the 
case. 

Art 7. All judges, by virtue of their of- 
fice, shall be conservators of the peace 
throughout the State, The style of all pro- 
cess shall be "the State of Louisiana." All 
prosecutions shall be carried on in the name 
and by the authority of the State of Louisi- 
ana, and conclude against the peace and 
Mignity of the same. 

Art 8. The judges of all courts within 
the State shall, as often as it ma^ be pos- 
sible so to do, in every definitive judgment 
refer to the particular law in virtue of which 
sudi judgment may be rendered, and in all 
cases adduce the reasons on which. their 
judgment is founded. 

Art 9. The judges of all courts shall be 
liable to impeachment ; but for any reason- 
able cause, which shall not be sufficient 
ground for impeachment, the governor shall 
remove any of them, on the address of three- 
fourths of the members present of each 
House of the General Assembly. In everv 
such case the cause or causes for which 
such removal may be required shall be 
stated at length in the address, and inserted 
in the journal of each House. 

Art 10. The judges, both of the Supreme 
and Inferior Courts shall, at stated times, 
receive a salary which shall not be dimin- 
ished during their continuance in office ; 
and they are prohibited from receiving any 
fees of office or other compensation than 



their salaries for any civil duties performed 
by them. 

Art 11. The judges, both of the Supreme 
and Inferior Courts, shall be appointed by 
the governor by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and they shall hold 
their offices during good behavior. 

Art. 12. The clerks of the Superior Courts 
shall be appointed by the judges thereof, 
and they shall hold their offices during good 
behavior, subject to removal by the judges 
respectively, with the right of appeal in all 
such cases to the Supreme Court. 

Art 13. The Legislature shall have pow- 
er to vest in clerks of courts authority — ^to 
grant such orders and do such acts as may 
be deemed necessary for the furtherance of 
the administration of justice,- and in all 
cases the power thus granted shall be spe- 
cified and determined. 

Art. 14. The jurisdiction of justices of the 
peace shall not exceed, in civil cases, the 
sum of one hundred dollars, exclusive of 
interest, subject to appeal in such cases as 
shall be provided for by law. They shall 
be appointed by the governor, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, and shall 
hold their offices during good behavior. 
They shall have such criminal jurisdiction 
as shall be provided by law. 

Art 15. There shall be an attorney j}en- 
eral for the State, and as many district at- 
torneys as may be hereafter found neces- 
sary. They shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and shall hold their offices during 
the term for which the governor shall have 
been elected. Their duties shall be deter- 
mined by law. 

Art. 16. A sheriff and a coroner shall be 
appointed in each parish, by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
and they shall hold their offices for the term 
for which the governor shall have been 
elected, unless sooner removed.

assembly ; 

Be it therefore Resolved, That this Conven- 
tion will take into consideration, first, the 
reports of all the standing committees on 
constitutional amendments, with substitutes 
and amendments thereto, except the report 
of the Committee on Emancipation, but they 
shall not pass further than a second read- 
ing : that then the report of the Committee 
on Emancipation shall be taken up, and be 
then regularly passed to a final vote ; and 
that afterwards, the reports of all tiie other 
standing committees shall pass to a third 
reading and to a final vote thereon; and 
moreover resolved, that this Convention 
shall only adjourn from day to day until the 
reports of all the standing committees on 
constitutional amendments, except that of 
emancipation, shall have passed a second 
reading.

No profession, occupation," busi- 
ness or calling, re(]^uiring a hcensfe from 
any authority withm the State, shall be 
carried on, exercised or followed by any 
other than citizens of the United States, or 
those having made legal declaration of 
becoming citizens. 

Abt. — . The Greneral Assembly shall pro- 
vide by law for the establishment of a 
Poor-House, in each parish of the State, 
for the care of the destitute within their 
respective limits, and to be conducted as 
shall be provided by law.* 

Art. — . All civil oflScers for the State at 
large shall be voters of and reside within 
the State ; and all district or parish officers 
shall be voters of and reside within their 
respective parish or district, and shall keep 
their offices at such places therein as may 
be required by law. 

Art. — . The seat of Government shall be 
at the city of New Orleans. The Greneral 
Assembly shall have power to dispose of the 
present Capitol property in Baton Rouge, 
and provide, by purchase or othewisc, suit- 
able lands and buildings for a State Capitol 
in New Orleans.

Mr. Abell moved to amend Mr. Cazabat's 
substitute by adding a proviso, restraining 
the effect of the emancipation clause in the 
constitution until compensation shall have 
been made for the slaves affected thereby. 

Which amendment was declared not in 
order, for the reason that it required an im- 
possibility.

The resolution offered by Mr. S. Pursell 
on yesterday, was then tiUcen up, and, on 
motion of Mr. Stauffer, was referred to a 
special committee of five.

REPORT OP THE HPECIAL JUDICURT COMMITTEE. 

The special Judiciary Committee re- 
spect^lly submit the following report : 

Article I. The Judiciary ^ower shall be 
vested in a supreme court, in such inferior 
courts as the Legislature may, from time to 
time, order and establish, and in justices of 
the peace. 

Art. II. The jurisdiction of the supreme 
court shall extend to all cases where the 
matter in dispute exceeds three hundred 
dollars, ezclnsive of interest ; to all cases 
in which the constitutionality or legality of 
any tax, toll or impost whatsoever, or of 
any fine, forfeiture, or penalty imposed by a 
municipal corporation shall be in contesta- 
tion ; and to all criminal cases on questions 



of lawnlone, whenever' the offence charged 
is punishable with death, or imprisonment 
at hard labor, or when a fine exceeding 
three hundred dollars is actoaUy imposed. 
It shall also exercise a general superintend- 
ing control over all inferior and other 
courts of law, and shall have the power to 
issue the writs necessary for that purpose. 
The Le^lature shall have power to restrict 
the jurisdiction of the supreme oourt in 
civil cases to questions of law only. 

Art in. The supreme court shall b<; 
composed of one chief justice and four as- 
sociate justices, a majority of whom shall 
constitute a quorum. The chief jiu^tice 
shall receive a salary of $7500 and each of 
the associate justices a salary of $7000 an- 
nually', until otherwise provided by law. 
The court shall appoint its own clerks. 

Art IV. The supreme court shall hold 
its sessions in New Orleans from the first 
Monday in the month of November to the 
end of the month of June inclusive. The Le- 
gislature shall have power to fix the ses- 
sioijs elsewhere during the rest of the year ; 
until otherwise provided, the sessions shall 
be held as heretofore. 

Art v. The supreme court, and each of 
the jud^s thereof, shall have power to 
issue wnts of habeas corpus at the inst^ce 
of all persons in actual custody under pro- 
cess, in all cases in which they may have 
appellate jurisdiction. 

Art. VI. No judgment shall be rendered 
by the supreme court without the concur- 
rence of a m^rity of the judges comprising 
the court Whenever the majority cannot 
agree, in consequence of the recusation of 
any member or members of the court) the 
judges not recused shall have power to call 
upon any judge or judges of the inferior 
courts, whose dut^ it shall be, when so 
called upon, to sit m the place of the judge 
or judges so recused and to aid in deter- 
mining the case. 

Art Vn. All judges, by virtue of their 
office, shall be conservators of the peace 
throughout the State. The style of all pix>- 
cess shall be, "the State of Louisiana.** 
All prosecutions shall be carried on in the 
name and by Hhe authority of the ** St«t«» 
of Louisiana," and conclude against the 
peace and dignity of the same. 

Art Vm. The judges of all courts with- 
in the State shall, as often as it may be 
possible so to do, in every definitive judg- 
ment, refer to the particular law in virtue 
of which such judgment may be rendered, 
and in all cases adduce the reasons on which 
their judnnent is founded. 

Art. IX. The judges of all courts shall be 
liable to impeachment; but for any rea- 
sonable cause, which shall not be sufficient 
ground for impeachment, the governor 
shall remove any of them on the address of 
a migority of the members elected to each 
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House of the General Assembly. In every 
such case the cause or causes for whicn 
such removal may be required shall be 
stated in full in the address and inserted in 
the jottmal of each House. 

Art. X. The salaries of the judges of the 
supreme and inferior courts shall not be 
changed during their term of office. 

Art. XI. The judges both of the supreme 
and inferior courts and justices of the 
peace shall be appointed by the governor, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. The judges of the suijreme court 
to hold office for the term of six years, the 
judges of the inferior courts for fbur, justice 
of the peace for two — after which term the 
judges of the supreme, inferior and justices 
courts shall be elected by the legally quali- 
fied voters. Appointments in every in- 
stance to date from the ratification of this 
constitution \fy the people. The Legisla- 
ture to fix the day for election. 

Art. Xn. The clerks of Ihe inferior courts 
shall be appointed by the governor, for the 
same term as the judges, but, on the commis- 
sion of any crime, may be moved, with the 
power of an appeal to the supreme court 
After the service of this term mey shall be 
elected by the legally qualified voters for 
the same term as the judges. 

Art. Xin. The Legislature shall have 
power to vest in clerks of courts authority 
to grant such orders and do such acts as 
majr be deemed necessary for the adminis- 
tration of justice ; but in all such cases the 
powers thus granted shall be specified and 
determi ned. 

Art. Xiy. Justices of the peace shall 
have jurisdiction in civil cases, the sum not 
to exceed one hundred dollars, exclusive of 
interest. They shall receive a salary of 
$2500 in the city, and the Legislature shall 
fix the salaries in the country parishes. 
Returns shall be made by them quarterly 
to the auditor of public accounts under 
oath, and all fees received over the above 
salary must be feithfUlly returned to said 
auditor. 

Art. XV. There shall be an attorney 
general for the State. Fe shall be appoint- 
ed by the governor, by and with' the advice 
andconsent of the Senate, and shall hold 
his office for the term of four years, after ■ 
whioh term he shall be elected by the legal i 
voters. He shall receive a salary of $5000. 

Art. XVI. There shall be as many district 
attorneys appointed by the governor, by 
and wi^ the advice and consent of the 
Senate, as may be hereafter found neces- 
sary, Iheir term of office to be two years 
from the date of the ratification of this con- 
stttuMon. The Legislature to fix their sal- 
aries, and declare office elective after first 
term. 

Art. XVn. A coroner shall be appointed 
by the governor, by and with the advice 



and consent of the Senate, for two years. 
After which term he shall be elected. The 
Greneral Assembly to fix his salary at its 
first session. 

Art. XVin. The governor shall appoint, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, sherifi^ for the several parishes of 
the State. They shall hold office for two 
years. The Legislature shall have the 
power to increase the number of the sherifis 
in any of the parishes whenever it may be 
deemed necessary. They shall be all elect- 
ed after the first term, which dates, as in 
every other case, in this report, from the 
ratification of this constitution by the legal- 
ly qualified voters of this State. 

Art XIX. Grand and petU jurors sImII 
be paid the sum of three dollars and a half 
per day for each day of service during 
term.

No judgment shall be rendered 
by the supreme court without the con- 
currence of a majorihr of the judges com- 
prising the court Whenever the msjority 
cannot agree, in consequence of the re- 
cusation of any member or members of the 
court, the judges not recused shall have 
power to call upon any judge or judges of 
the inferior courts, whose duty it shall be, 
when so called upon, to sit in the place of 
the judge or judges recused, and to aid in 
determining the case. 

Art Vn. All judges, by virtue of their of- 
fice, shall be conservators of the peace 
throughout the State. The style of all pro- 
cess shall be *< the State of Louisiana.'' All 
prosecutions shall be carried on in the name 
and by the authority of the State of Louis- 
iana, and conclude against the peace and 
dignity of the same.

The Legislature shall have 
power to vest in clerks of courts authority to 
grant such orders and do such acts as may 
be deemed necessary for the furtherance of 
the administration of justice, and in all 
cases the powers thus g^ranted shall be spe- 
cified and determined. 

Art. XrV. The jurisdiction of justices of 
the peace shall not exceed, in civil cases, 
the ^um of one hundred dollars, exclusive 
of interest, subject to appeal in such cases 
as shall be provided for hj law. They 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
their several districts, and shall hold their 
offices during such term or terms as shall 
be fixed by the Legislature. They shall 
have such criminal jurisdiction as shall be 
provided by law. 

Art XV. There shall bean attorney gene* 
ral for the State, and as many district attor- 
neys as may be hereafter found necessary. 
The attorney general shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of the State ; the dis- 
trict attorneys shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of their several districts. The 
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attorney general and dis^et attorneys 
shidl severally hold their ofllces daring 
snch term or terms, and shall severally 
receive such salaries as shall be determined 
by the Legislatare. 

Art. XVl. A sheriff and coroner shall be 
elected for each parish bv the qnalified 
voters of the same ; and they shall seve- 
rally hold their offices for such term or 
terms, and shall receive snch remuneration 
for their services as the Legislature may 
determine. 

Mr. Smith moved to reject the substitute, 
but subsequently withdrew his motion. 

A motion to acyonm was lost 

Mr. Foley moved that the substitute be 
taken up section by section, upon which 
motion Mr. Hills called the previous ques- 
tion, which was seconded.

Provided^ That duly licensed rambling 
houses shall have the right to seu lottery 
tickets. 

The proviso was accepted by Mr. Stocker.

The Legislature shall have the power to 
license the selling of lottery tic^ts aad

Mr. Teny, as chairman of the select com- 
mittee on the memorial of certain working 
men, submitted the following report : 

Mr. President, your committee on memo- 
rial, after careful deliberation, respectfully 
present the following report : 

Believing that our mechanics, artizans of 
every grade, and laboring men are the most 
afflicted portion of our race ; working for 
the most part under the most depressing 
circumstances, they live and have their be- 
ing at a great disadvantage. Unless capri- 
cious fortune seems to smile especially up- 
on their efforts, laboring people, in the 
present social disorder, are most likely to 
be kept down in the cesspool of poverty, 
simply by the antagonism between labor 
and capital. It is unspeakably difficult for 
a laboring man to earn enough to meet the 
current expenses of his family and at the 
same time avoid debt and dishonesty. If he 
does this in our city, he must forego everv 
species of comforting luxury and all culti- 
vated amusements. His disadvantages are 
very numerous. If he be a mechanic, there 
are, probably, certain months in each year 
when his services are not required. But 
his house-rent and family expenses go on 
just the same as when nis labor is in de- 
mand. The wealthy man can pay cash for 
his dry goods and groceries and can pur- 
chase them at wholesale prices, which gives 
him the advantage. But the poor man 
must buy in small quantities, must pay 
high interest for credit, and so lives at a 
perpetual loss. When he goes if) the mar- 
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ket he pays the butchers and dtall-keepen 
fifty per cent, more than the original cost of 
the articles. When he goes to the grocer, 
he mast defray the accumulated and com-" 
bined profits upon tea, sugar, soap, molasses, 
etc. ; first, of the producer ; second, of the 
wholesfKle merchant; third, of the retailer. 
Here is a mass of profits which the con- 
sumer must pay, and he must work hard 
and live very economically to do it. 
Again, when he wants muslin, cloth, and 
calico f6r his family, he must pay sufficient 
over ard above the actual cost and ralue of 
these fiibrics originally, to support the man- 
ufacturer, the various second-handers and 
wholesale go-betweens, and lastly the re- 
tailer of whom the goods are purchased. 
Your committee believe this is all icrofng^ 
and the: laboring classes — who produce all 
the weadth there is in the State — are the 
constant and only real sufferers under this 
system. To illustrate the injustice of this 
system, the maniifacturer, the wholesale 
merchant, and the flourishing retailer, can 
live in $50,000 houses, environed with all 
the comforts and privileges thereof, the 
poor hard-working man and woman, 
with a large family of children to teed, 
clothe and educate, are compelled to occupy 
uncomfortable rooms for which they pay a 
high rent and toil perpetually on, ofttlmes 
without the least glimmering of a hope that 
their circumstances will ever improve. Your 
committee, knowing full well that all the 
multitudinous complications of the mercan- 
tile world must be supported, desire to 
show that between the producer and the 
consumer there now exist in all kinds of in- 
dustry, numerous intermediates ; these pro- 
duce nothing, they add nothing valuable to 
the State, they serve as speculative go-be- 
tweens.- But they must all be fed, clothed 
and enriched, and the mechanic and labor- 
ing classes must do it all. These must sup- 
port all non-producers : not by direct taxa- 
tion, but in this way : producers support 
non-producers by paving higher prices for 
everything they purchase, and by paying 
rents to landlords, who, out of it, pay the 
taxes. This popular speculating, this fash- 
ionable subsisting upon the labor of the 
mechanics and workingmen, is becoming 
well-nigh intolerable. The homage tliat 
capital requires of labor is beginning to be 
insupportable and detestable. Some effi- 
cient plan must soon be instituted to relieve 
the poor man from his manifold, oppres- 
sive disadvantages ; to >give him a fair 
and equal chance to enjoy his existence ; 
to emancipate him from the mountain- 
ous interests and antagonisms that now 
oppress and keep him in bondage 
to poverty— therefore your committee, after 
carefully examining into the factn of your 
honorable petitioners, (though their request 
being a subject more appropriate for a 



legislative body) are in favor of granting 
their humble request, in order to enable 
your petitioners to devote a part of their 
time to domestic scenes and the cultivation 
of the mind, respectfiilly submit the follow- 
ing article to be inserted in report of Gen 
eral Provisions : 

Article — . Nine hours shall constitute 
a day's labor for all mechanics, artisans 
and laboring men employed on public 
works of the State and city.

The citizens of the city of New Orleans 
shall have the right of appointing the sev- 
eral public officers necessary for the admin- 
istration of the police of said city, pursuant 
to the mode of elections which shall be 
prescribed by the Legislature. 

Provided that the mayor and recorders 
shall be ineligible to a seat in the General 
Assembly, and the mayor and recorders shall 
be commissioned by the governor as jus- 
tices of the peace, and the Legislature may 
vest in them such criminal jurisdiction as 
may be necessary for the punishment of 
minor oftences, and as the ^lice and good 
order of said city may require. 

And that the city of New Orleans shtfll 
maintain a police force which shall be uni- 
formed with distiiiction of grade, to consist 
of permanent citizens of the State of Louisi- 
ana, to be selected by the mayor of the 
city, and to hold office during good bcs 
havior, and removable, only by a police- 
commission composed of five citizens, viz ; 
one to be selected from each district of the 
city, and the mayor, who shall be president 
of the board. The commission to be ap«

pointed by the governor of the State for 
the term of two years, at a salary of not 
less than one thousand dollars each per 
annum ; a majority of whom shall remove 
ibr delinquencies. Members of the police 
when removed shall not again be cugible 
to any position on the police for a term of 
one year. 

Interfering or meddling in elections in 
any manner will be a si2licient cause for 
instant dismissal from the police by the 
board. 

The chief of police shall give a penal 
bond in the sum of ten thousand dollars ; 
lieutenants of police, five thousand dollars ; 
sergeants and clerks, each three thousand 
doUars ; coporals, two thousand dollars, 
and privates one thousand dollars, with 
good and solvent security, as the law di- 
rects, tor the faithful performance of their 
duties. 

The various officers shall receive a salary 
of not less than the following rates : 

The chief of police $260 per month.

" clerks of police 100 " **

GonstiiuMonal ConverUion of Louisiana : 
Your committee to whom was referred 
the report of the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
beg leave to make the following report, to- 
wit : 

Under all the surrounding circumstances, 
we find no serious objection to the manner 
and form in which the State auditor has 
seen proper to present his report As to 
the Confederate notes, we look upon them 
as tra>sh, and lost to the State. 

Your committee are of opinion that we 
should not interfere with the military pow- 
ers, and therefore, are unanimous in saying 
that, inasmuch, as the late auditor of public 
accounts, the Hon. S. H. Torrey, has issued 
warrants only by authority of the military 
governor, Gen. Shepley, he is not only ex- 
cusable, but justifiable. As to the Hon. R. 
K. Howell and the Hon. A. M. Buchanan, 
vour committee are of opinion that they 
have drawn their salary according to the 
constitution and the laws of the State of 
Louisiana, and that the opinion of our 
auditor, the Hon. A. P. Dostie, " That re- 
bellion had terminated the existence of the 
Supreme Court," is unfounded and con- 
trary to the prevailing opinion of all loyal 
citizens of Louisiana, '< that ihe State has 
never been out of the Union.^^ 

As to the Hon. Charles A. Peabody, your 
committee are of opinion that he never was 
Chief Justice of the State of Louisiana, for 
the irresistible reasons that neittier ttie 



military authorities, nor the civil powers in 
this State, ever created a supreme court 
since the arrival of the honorable gentle- 
man in this State, nor was he eligible to a 
seat on the bench of the one created previ- 
ous to his arrival, because he was not, and 
is not, a citizen of the State of Louisiara. 
And, further, because he was, and is a judge 
created by the president of the United 
States, to preside over a court created by 
the same authority, "the United States 
Provisional court for the State of Louisiana." 
That as judge of said court, he has been re- 
ceiving a salary flrom the United States 
government ; and therefore, he has received 
the sum of $3541 66 from the treasury of 
the State of Louisiana, as salary, under the 
pretence of being chief justice of tihe State, 
without any authority, and in open viola- 
tion of the constitution and laws of tiie 
State of Louisiana. 

Under these circumstances, your commit- 
tee recommend that in consequence of these 
illegal acts of the said Charles A. Peabody, 
in obtaining said sum from the State as 
aforesaid, that the attorney general of the 
State be requested to institute such legal 
proceedings as may be necessary to recover 
said sum, with interest, damages and costs. 
Your committee further recommend, that 
inasmuch as the necessity for said U. S. 
Provisional Court has long since ceased to 
exist, and that the same is but a stumbling 
block in the way of the administration of 
justice, and to the loyalty of the good peo- 
ple of Louisiana, that the commanding gen- 
eral of this department, Maj. Gen. N. P. 
Banks, and his excellency, M. Hahn, gov- 
ernor of the State of Louisiana, be re- 
quested to petition the president of the 
United States to withdraw the commission 
from, and recall the said Charles A. Pea- 
body, and thereby put an end to the fiir- 
ther existence of said court 

As to Mr. Serpas, sheriff of the parish of 
St Bernard, your committee are of opinion 
that as the Confederate notes in his posses- 
sion were received for taxes collected by 
him during Confederate rule, he should be 
exonerated from all blame and released 
from all responsibility on handing over the 
same to the treasurer of the State.

Mr. Schroeder submitted the following 
memorial and resolution : 

To Ihe ConsiiiviUmal Convention of JAndsi- 

ana: • 

The memorial of the undersigned respect' 
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fully begs leave to call tout honorable 
body's attention to thQ defects in the law 
relative to births and deaths, and the neces- 
sity of amending the same, as the law as it 
now stands is defective. By the acts of 
1855, page 41, relative to births and deaths, 
it will be seen that in case of a birth or 
death, the declaration of the party declaring 
the same, in the parish of Orleans, (persons 
residing in the country parishes are not re- 
quired to record either,) is not supported 
by an affidavit, thus leaving the door open 
to fraud ; as, for example : suppose a man 
is married to a woman who possesses in her 
own right property, both real and personal, 
and that their marriage is barren of issue ; 
and suppose the wife has relations in the 
ascending or collateral line, who are non- 
residents of the State, and who are ignorant 
of her circumstances, and, may be, of her 
existence, and, for argument's sake, say the 
latter ; and suppose, too, this man, unknown 
to his wife, to go, under the provision of 
the law referred to, and declare before the 
recorder that a child had been bom to him 
by his wife ; and suppose his wife to die 
intestate, and in total ignorance of such a 
declaration, what would be the conse- 
cinencet The husband would, with the as- 
sistance and connivance of others, proceed 
in his right as the natural tutor of his minor 
(fictitious) child, to get the administration 
and possession of his deceased wife's estate, 
and by fictitious claims swallow up the 
movable property, together, probably, that 
of the realty, thus defirauding the legal 
heirs. This, however, is but one way of 
committing a firaud to the prejudice of the 
wife's legal heir, for the wife herself could 
connive at the proceedings of her husband, 
for the purpose of cutting off' her ascend- 
ing heirs if she so desired. What may be 
said of births may be said of deaths, for in- 
stance : a person of the next of kin to an 
heir of an estate in Europe, residing in this 
country, to whom such inheritance is un- 
known, may declare here, before the record- 
er of births and deaths, the death of the heir, 
and get a certificate from him to that effect, 
and have the same certified to by the proper 
consul, go to Europe, and by the production 
of such proof obtain, as next of kin, the 

Eroperty bequeathed to or inherited by the 
eir represented as dead. 
These are a few of the defects of the law of 
1855. There are others: It will be seen 
that in the parish of Orleans only is it com- 
pulsory for persons to record births and 
deaths. It is not so in the countrv. Whj 
is this? If fraud can be practiced in this 
parish, what a greater latitude there is for 
its practice in the country parishes. 

We, your memorialists, therefore, praj 
that your honorable body will give this 
matter your consideration, and devise such 
mkma as will prevent the abuses to which.

" If more than one amendment be sub- 
mitted at a time, thev shall be submitted 
in such manner and form that the people 
may vote for or against each amendment 
separately.'^

In view of the different degrees of blood 
in that portion of the population of Louis- 
iana, denominated " colored," comprehend- 
ing the pure African to those apparently 
wMte, it becomes imperative on this Con- 
vention that it should define as clearly as 
possible, the status of a " colored " person. 

Therefore he U resolved, That a committee 
of five, of which the honorable president 
shall be chairman, be appointed by the 
chair, to take this matter into consideration, 
and to report by resolution or otherwise, at 
the earliest opportunity to this Convention, 
defining what degree of blood shall consti- 
tute a " person of color." 

A motion to adopt was lost, therefore the 
resolution was rejected. 

Mr. Balch offered the following : 

Besdvedy That the sum of five hundred 
dollars is hereby appropriated to Judge J. 
N. Carrigan, State Librarian, for services 
rendered by him in furnishing books and 
documents to this Convention.

Besdvedj That owing to the existing re- 
bellion and the present condition of our 
national affairs, any change in the policy of 
the executive department of the govern- 
ment will embarrass and delay the vigorous 
prosecution of the war, and be productive 
of the most disastrous results. 

Be it further resolved, That we recognize 
in Abraham Lincoln a wise president, true 
patriot and able statesman, who has been 
tried in the scales and not found wanting, 
whose past administration is a credit to 
himself and an honor to the country, and 
whose policy for the suppression of flie re- 
bellion meets our entire approbation. That 
we also recognize in Andrew Johnson a 
wise statesman, endowed with wisdom, 
patriotism, and integrity, and in every way 
most worthy of the full confidence of the 
people; therefore. 

Be it further resolved, That we most cor- 
dially endorse the action of the National 
Convention lately held at Baltimore, and 
will give to the nominees thereof our 
hearty support, and use every honorable 
means to secure their election.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR AN ELECTION 
TO FILL VACANCIES IN THE REPRESENTA- 
TION OF THE STATE OP LOUISIANA IN THE 
XXXVIIITH CONGRESS. 

Section 1. Be U ordained by the people of 
the State of Louisiana in Convention assem- 
hied, That an election shall be held bj the 
qualified electors of the -State of Louisiana 
on the first Monday of September, 1864, for 
Representatives in the Congress of the 
United States of America, to fill the vacan- 
cies now existing in the XXJiVllIth Con- 
gress, and to serve until the end of the 
term of the said Congress. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordamed, That until 
otherwise directed by law the State shall 
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be divided into five Congressional Districts 
as follows^ and the qualified electors of 
each District shall choose one representa- 
tive: 

The First Concessional District shall 
comprise the parishes of St. Bernard and 
Plaqaemines, the right bank of the parish 
of Orleans, the Ninth, Eighth, Seventh, 
Sixth, Fifth Representative Districts of the 
parish of Orleans, and that portion of the 
Fourth Representative District of the parish 
of Orleans which is included between St. 
Louis, Rampart and Canal streets, and th^ 
Lake Pontchartrain. 

The Second Congressional District shall 
comprise that portion of the Fourth Rep- 
resentative District of the parish of Orleans, 
which is included between St Louis, Ram- 
part and Canal streets and the Mississippi 
river ; the Third, Second and First Repre- 
sentative Districts of the parish of Orleans, 
and that portion of the Tenth Representa- 
tive District of the parish of Orleans which 
is known and designated by existing stat- 
utes as the Tenth Ward of the city of New 
Orleans. 

The Third Congressional District shall 
comprise that part of the Tenth Represen- 
tative Distict of the parish of Orleans which 
is known and designated as the Eleventh 
Ward of the city of New Orleans ; and the 
parishes of Jefferson, Washington, St. Tam- 
manv, St. Helena, Livingston, St. Charles, 
St John the Baptist, St James, Ascension, 
East Baton Rouge, East Feliciana, West 
Feliciana, Terrebonne and Lafourche. 

The Fourth Congressional District shall 
comprise the parishes of Natchitoches, Sa- 
bine, Rapides, Calcasieu, St Landry, Yeiv 
million, Avoyelles, Point Couple, Lafay- 
ette, St. Martin, West Baton Rouge, Iber- 
ville, Assumption and St Mary. 

The Fifth ' Congressional District shall 
comprise th^ parishes of Bossier, Claiborne, 
Union, Morehouse, Carroll, Bienville, Jack- 
son, Ouachita, Caldwell. Franklin, Madison, 
Tensas, Concordia, Catahoula, Winn, Caddo 
and DeSoto. 

Sec. 3. Be it furUier wdamed, That the 
several officers of the State, authorized by 
law to hold elections, or in default thereof, 
such officers as the governor shall desig- 
nate or authorize, shall oj^en and hold 
polls in the several Congressional Districts 
of the State, to choose representatives as 
aforesaid. At the conclusion of the said 
election, the officers and commissioners pre- 
siding over the same shall carefully exanl- 
ine and count each ballot as deposited, and 
shall forthwith make due return thereof to 
the secretary of state in conformity to the 
provisions of law and usages in regard to 
elections. 

Sec, 4. Be iifwriher ordain^y That upon 
the receipt of said returns, or on the third 
Monday of September, if the returns be not 



sooner received, it shall be the duty of the 
governor, jointly with the secretary of state 
and the judge of one of the district courts 
of the State, in the presence of all such per- 
sons as may choose to attend, to proceed to 
ascertain from the said returns, the persons 
duly elected, a certificate of which shall be 
entered on record by the secretary of state, 
and signed by the governor, and a copy 
thereof, subscribed as aforesaid, shall be 
delivered to the person so elected, and 
another copj transmitted to the House of 
Representatives ot the Congress of the 
United States, directed to the speaker 
thereof. 

Sec. 5. Be ti further ordahied, That this 
ordinance shall be in force and take effect 
from and after its passage, and shall have 
the force and effect of a statute of the State. 

Done in Convention, at the city of New 
Orleans, on the day of July, 1864.

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GKyrLBHSN— The anderaigned, a commitr 
tee appointed bj jonr honorable body for 
the purpoee of taking into consideration 
the propriety of providing for the redemp- 
tion of a worthless paper currency, issued 
and forced upon the poor and only loyal 
class of the population of Louisiana since 
the outbreak of the rebellion, by private 
individuals, as well as by corporations and 
parochial authorities in the different sec- 
tions and localities of the State, most re- 
spectftilly beg leave to report that we have 
duly weighed the subject matter contained 
in the resolution submitted to our consid- 
eration, and being fully convinced that 
some action should be taken in the matter 
by this Convention, beg leave to offer the 
lollowing article as the result of our delib- 
erations, to be incorporated as one of the 
ordinances of the constitution : 

Art — . That the property of all indi- 
viduals, firms and companies, the taxable 
property situated in all villages, towns, 
cities and parishes, shall be liable and held 
responsible for the redemption in current 
fiinds of the United States, for all notes is- 
sued as a circulating medium during the 
present rebellion, to the extent of the 
amount issued by such individual, firm, 
company, village, town, city or parish re- 
spectively, recoverable before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, in due process of 
law.

The president suggested that the secretary, 
in reading the constitution, should pause 
at the close of each article, when members 
desiring to offer riders would have oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

Mr. Cazabat moved to adopt the consti- 
tution as a whole, without further delay. 
No action. 

The preamble being read, Mr. Hender- 
son offered the following substitute, as a 
rider: 

We, the representatives of the people of 
the State of Louisiana in Convention as- 
sembled, do define the boundaries of said 
State to be as follows : Beginning at the 
mouth of the river Sabine, thence by a line 
to be drawn along the middle of said river, 
mduding all its islands, to the thirty-second 
degree of latitude, thence due north to the 
northernmost part of the thirty-tiiird degree 
of north latitude ; thence along the said 
parallel of latitude to the river Mississippi ; 
thence down the said river to the river 
Iberville and from thence along the middle 
of said river and Lakes Maurapas and 
P.ontchartrain to the Gulf of Mexico ; thence 
bounded bv the said Gulf to the place of 
beghming mcludingall islands wlthm three 
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leagues of the coast, f^nd do ordain and es* 
tabush this constitution. 

A motion to reject the rider being made, 
after some discussion, Mr. Hills moved the 
previous question, which being ordered, 
the question was put, and Mr. Henderson's 
rider was rejected. 

The secretary then proceeded with the 
reading of the constitution, an 1 upon read- 
ing article seven, Mr. Cutler moved to strike 
out the words " with safety to the electors," 
in the eighth line on the second page. 
Carried. 

Mr. Shaw moved to amend the twelfth 
article, by striking out the word " four " 
and substituting the word << five," and also 
by striking out the word " three " in the 
third line from the bottom, and substitute 
therefor the word " four," in the second 
line from the bottom on page four, thereby 
giving to the city of New Orleans nine in- 
stead of seven senators. 

In article 14, Mr. Cutler moved to strike 
out the word "six" and substitute the 
word " three," making the parochial resi- 
dence required of voters.three instead of 
six months. 

Mr. Stauffer moved to reject, which mo- 
tion being lost, on a rising vote of yeas 35, 
nays 42, Mr. Cutler's rider was then 
adopted. 

Mr. Shaw moved to amend article 22, by 
striking out " thirty-four," and substituting 
thirty-six," so as to make the number of 
senators thirty-six ; and in the last line of 
said article, by striking out seven and sub- 
stituting nine, so as to make the proviso 
read " that no parish be entitled to more 
than nine senators." Adopted. 

Mr. Shaw also moved to strike out in the 
second line of article 23, the words " thirty- 
four," and substitute the words "thirty- 
six," so as to make said article correspond 
with the previous amendments. Carried. 

In article 44, Mr. Foley moved to strike 
out "ten" and insert "five," so as to 
make the necessary residence in the qualifi- 
cations for governor five years. 

Mr. Flood moved to substitute two years, 
which being lost, Mr. Foley's amendment 
was then adopted. 

Mr. Henderson moved to amend article 
47, by striking out in the fourth line, the 
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word '^residue/' and iiiserting the word 
'' remainder," in lieu thereof. Rejected. 

In article 67, Mr. Cutler moved to strike 
out the words " free white men," and sub- 
stitute therefor the words *^ all able-bodied 
men of the State." 

Adopted on a rising vote— yeas 51, nays 
18. 

Mr. Smith offered the following rider : 

All able-bodied male residents between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
(except subjects or citizens of foreign pow- 
ers who have never voted in the United 
States nor declared'thelr intention to be- 
come citizens,) shall be enrolled in the 
militia, and subject to military service, ac- 
cording to law. 

Laid on the table. 

Mr. Cutler moved to strike out all that 
part of article 67 after the word " defence,'' 
in the second line; which motion was 
adopted on a rising vote of 58 yeas to 11 
nays. 

When article 79 was read, Mr. Sullivan 
offered the following as a rider : 

And that the judges of the Supreme Court 
be elected by the people for a term of eight 
years. Also that the judges of the inferior 
courts be elected by the people of their 
several Districts for a term of six years, 
and that it shall be the duty of the Legisla- 
ture to fix the time for holding elections for 
all judges, at a time which shall be differ- 
ent from that fixed for all other elections. 

On a motion to adopt, the question was 
put, anf Mr. Sullivan's rider was rejected. 

Mr. Henderson offered the following 
rider to article 106 ; 

All persons shall be bailable, by sufficient 
sureties, except for capital offences, where 
the proof is evident or presumption great ;

Carried.

Mr. Sullivan moved that the door-keeper 
and post-master, each, receive $150. 

The President remarked that these mo- 
tions were somewhat out of order, as they 
were merely verbal and made no provision 
for the manner in which they should be 
paid. It would, therefore, be better to pre- 
sent them in proper form, which being, 
assented to, Mr. Waters reduced his to 
writing, as follows : 

Besolvedf That the reporters of this Con- 
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vention receive five hundred dollars each, 
out of any moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, payable on their 
own warrant. 

Adopted. 

Mr. Thorpe, chairman'of the Committee 
on Enrollment, reported that the Constitu- 
tion, as enrolled, was in his hands, but not 
having had time to read and compare it, he 
would reserve until Monday's session, when 
submit the constitution for signature.

Ana whereas J Such ordinance of secession 
was based upon an unfounded assumption 
of State sovereignty, and a perverted 
theory of State rights, and brought about 
in the interest of slavery ; therefore, be it 
Resolvedy That we, the people of Loui- 
siana in Convention assembled, do solemnly 
denounce the doctrines of "State Rights-' 
and State sovereignty (mterpreted as they 
have been into a justification of secession) 
as utterly subversive of our form of gov- 
ernment, and tending to confiision, anarchy 
and national destruction. 

Besolved, That we hold and maintain 
that our primary allegiance is due to the 
government of the United States ; that the 
constitution and laws of the United States 
are the supreme law of the land, anything 
in the constitution or laws of any State lo 
the contrary notwithstanding ; that no 
State convention, whether fairly represent- 
ing the people or not, has any right, power 
or authority to absolve us from that alle- 
giance, and that, consequently, the act com- 
monly called the " Ordinance of Secession" 
is, and has always been, null and void. 

Resdved, That having legally abolished 
the institution of slavery in this State, as 
an evil in itself and a constant source of 
national disturbance and danger, and 
desiring for the same reasons to see it le-

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PRBAMBUS. 

We, the people of the State of Louisiana, 
do ordain and establish this Gonstitation. 

TTTLB I. 
EMANCIPATION. 

Article 1. Slavery and involuntary ser- 
vitude, except as a punishment for crime, 
whereof the party shall have been duly 
convicted, are hereby forever abolished 
and prohibited throughout the State. 

Art 2. The Legislature shall make no 
law recognizing the right of property in 



TFTLE II. 
DISTRIBUTION OP POWERS. 

Art 3. The powers of the government 
of the State of Louisiana shall be divided 
into three distinct departments, and each of 
them shall be confined to a separate body 
of magistracy, to-wit : those which are legis- 
lative to one, those which are executive to 
another, and those which are judicial to 
another. 

Art. 4. No one of these departments, nor 
any person holding office in one of them, 
shall exercise pow;er properly belonging to 
either of the otiiers, except in the instances 
hereinafter expressly directed or permitted. 

TITLE in. 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Art 5. The legislative power of the State 
shall be vested in two distinct branches, 
the one to be styled " the House of Repre- 
sentatives,'' the other ^'the Senate," and 
both " the Greneral Assembly of the State 
of Louisiana." 

Art 6. The members of the House of 
Representatives shall continue in service 
for the term of two years from the day of the 
closing of the general elections. 

Art 7. Representatives shall be chosen 
on the first Monday in November every two 
years, and the election shall be completed 
in one day. The Greneral Assembly shall 
meet annually on the first Monday in Jan- 
uaiT, unless a different day be appointed 
by law, and their sessions shall be held at 
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the seat of government. There shall also 
be a session of the General Assembly in the 
city of New Orleans, beginning on the first 
Monday of October, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-four ; and it shall be the duty of the 
governor to cause a special election to be 
held for members of the Greneral Assembly, 
in all the parishes where the same ma^ be 
held, on the day of the election for ratifica- 
tion or rejection of this Constitution— to be 
valid in case of ratification ; and in other par- 
ishes or districts he shall cause elections to 
be held as soon as it may become practica- 
ble, to fill the vacancies for such parishes 
or districts in the Greneral Assembly. The 
term of office of the first General Assembly 
shall expire as though its members had been 
elected on the first Monday of November, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-three. 

Art 8. Every duly qualified elector 
under this constitution shall be eligible to 
a seat in the General Assembly : Provided^ 
that no person shall be a representative or 
senator unless he be, at the time of his 
election, a duly qualified voter of the rep- 
resentative or senatorial district from which 
he is elected. 

Art 9. Elections for the members of the 
General Assembly shall be held at the seve- 
ral election precincts established by law. 

Art. 10. Representation in the House of 
Representatives shall be equal and uniform, 
and shall be regulated and ascertained bv 
the number of qualified electors. Each 
parish shall have at least one representa- 
tive. No new parish shall be created with 
a territory len» than six hundred and twenty- 
five square miles, nor with a number of 
electors less than the full number entitling 
it to a riepresentative ; nor when the crea- 
tion of such new parish would leave any 
other parish without the said extent of ter- 
ritory and number of electors. The first 
enumeration by the State authorities, under 
this conBtitution, shall be made in the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, the second 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, 
the third in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six ; after which time the General 
Assembly shall direct in what manner the 
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census shall be taken, so that it be made at 
least once in every period of ten years for 
the purpose of ascertaining the total popu- 
lation, and the number of qualified electors 
in each parish and election district ; and in 
case of informality, omission or error, in 
the census returns from any district, the 
the Legislature shall order a new census 
taken in such parish or election district. 

Art II. At the first session of the Legis- 
lature after the making of each enumera- 
tion, the Legislature 9haX\ apportion the 
representation amongst the several parishes 
and election districts on the basis of quali- 
fied electors as aforesaid. A representative 
number shall be fixed, and each parish and 
election district shall have as many repre- 
sentatives as the aggregate number of its 
electors will entitle it to, and an additional 
representative for any fraction exceeding 
one>half the representative number. The 
number of representatives shall not be 
more than one hundred and twenty, nor 
less than ninety. 

Art. 12. Until an apportionment shall be 
made, and elections neld under the same, 
in accordance with the first enumeration to 
be made, as directed in article 10. the re- 
presentation in the Senate and House of 
tt^resentatives shall be as follows :

Second and TJrd Districts of said city shall 
compose the other district, and shall elect 
four senators.

Art 14. Every white male who has at- 
tained the age of twenty-one years, and who 
has been a resident of the State twelve 
months next preceding the election, and the 
last three months thereof in tiie parish in 
which he offers to vote, and who shall be a 
eitizen of the United States, shall have the 
right of votmg. 

Art 15. The Legislature shall have 
power to pass laws extending su£Grage to 
such other persons, citizens of the United 
States, as by military service, by taxation 
to support the government, er by intellec- 
tual fitness, may be deemed entitled thereto. 

Art 16. No voter, on removing from one 
parish to another within the State, shall 
lose the right of voting in the lormer until 
he shall have acquired it in the latter. 
Electors shall in all cases, except treason, 
felony or breach of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest during their attendance at, 
going to, or returnmg from elections. 

Art 17. The Legislature shall provide by 
law that the names and residence of all 
qualified electors shall be registered in 
order to entitle them to vote ; but the reg- 
istry shall be free of cost to the elector. 

Art 18. No pauper, no person under in- 
terdiction, nor under conviction of any 
crime punishable with hard labor, shall be 
entitled to vote at any election in this State. 

Art 19. No person shall be entitled to 
vote at any election held in this State ex* 
oept in the parish of his residence, and, in 
ciaes and towns divided into election pre- 
cincts, in the election precinct in which he 
resides. 

Art 20. The members of the Senate shall 
be choeea for the term of four years. The 



Senate, when assembled, shall have the 
power to choose its own officers. 

Art 21. The Legislature, in every year in 
which they apportion representation in the 
House of Representatives, shall divide the 
State into senatorial districts. 

Art. 22. No parish shall be divided in the 
formation of a senatorial district, the parish 
of Orleans excepted. And whenever a new 
parish shall be created, it shall be attached 
to the senatorial district from which most 
of its territory was taken, or to another con- 
tiguous district, at the discretion of the 
Legislature ; but shall not be attached to 
more than one district The number of 
senators shall be thirty-six ; and the^ shall 
be apportioned among the senatorial dis- 
tricts according to the electoral population 
contained in the several districts : Frovidedf 
that no parish be entitled to more than 
nine senators. 

Art 23. In all apportionments of the 
Senate, the electoral population of the 
whole State shall be divided by the num- 
ber thirty-six, and the result produced by 
this division shall be the senatorial ratio 
entitlicg a senatorial district to a senator. 
Single or contiguous parishes shall be 
formed into districts, having a population 
the nearest possible to the number enti- 
tling a district to a senator ; and if in the 
apportionment to make a parish or district 
fall short of or exceed the ratio, then a dis- 
trict may be formed having not more than 
two senators, but not otherwise. No new 
apportionment shall have the effect of 
abridging the term of servicjd of any sena^- 
tor already elected at the time of making 
the apportionment. After an enumeration 
has been made as directed in the 10th arti- 
cle, the Legislature shall not pass any law 
until an apportionment of representation 
in both Houses of the General Assembly be 
made. 

Art. 24. At the first session of the €ren- 
ei*al Assembly, after this constitution takes 
effect, the senators shall be equally divided 
by lot, into two classes ; the seats of the 
senators of the first class shall be vacated 
at the expiration of the term of the first 
House of Representatives ; of tiie second 
class at the expiration of the term of the 
second House of Representatives ; so that 
one-half shall be chosen every two years, 
and a rotation thereby kept up perpetually. 
In case any district shall have elected two 
or more senators, said senators shall vacate 
their seats respectively at the end of the 
term aforesaid, and lots shall be drawn be- 
tween tJiem. 

Art. 26. The first election for senators 
shall be held at the same time that the elec- 
tion for representatives is held ; and there- 
after there shall be elections of senators at 
the same time with each general election of 
representatives, to fill the places of those 
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senaton whose term of service may have 
expired. 

Art 26. Not less tbau a minority of the 
members of each Uouse of the Greneral As- 
sembly shall form a quorum to do business ; 
but a smaller number may adjourn from 
day to day, and shall be anthonzed by law 
to compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers* 

Art. 27. Each House of the General As- 
sembly shall judge of the qualifications, 
elections and return of its members ; but a 
contested election shall be determined in 
such a manner as shall be directed by law. 

Art. 28. Each House of the General Aa- 
aembly may determine the rules of its pro- 
ceeding, punish a member for disorderly 
behavior, and, with a concurrence of two- 
thirds, expel a member; but not a second 
time for the same offence. 

Art. 29. Each House of the General As- 
sembly shall keep and publish weekly a 
journal of its proceedings ; and the yeas 
and nays of the members on any question 
shall, at the desire of any two of them, be 
entered on tiie journal. 

Art 30. Each House may punish, by im- 
prisonm^it, ony person not a member, for 
disrespectful and disorderly behavior in its 
presence, or for obstructing any of its pro- 
ceedings. Such imprisonment shall not ex- 
ceed ten days for any one offence. 

Art 31. Neither House, during the ses- 
sions of the General Assembly, shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than three days, nor to any other 
place than that in which they may be 
sitting. 

Art 32. The members of the General As- 
sembly shall receive from the public treas- 
ury a compensation for their services, which 
shall be eight dollars per day, during their 
attendance, going to and returning from the 
sessions of their respective Houses. The 
compensation may be increased or dimin- 
ished, by law, but no alteration shall take 
effect during the period of service of the 
members of the House of Representatives 
by whom such alteration shall have been 
made. No session shall extend to a period 
beyond sixty days, to date fi*om its com- 
mencement, and any legislative action had 
after the expiration of the said sixty dajs, 
shall be null and void. This provision 
shall not apply to the first Legislature 
which is to convene after the adoption of 
this constitution. 

Art 33. The members of the General 
Assembly shall in all cases, except treason, 
felony, breach of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest during their attendance at the 
sessions of their respective Houses, and 
going to or returning from the same : and 
for any speech or debate in either House 
shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Art 34. No senator or representaHye 



shall, during the term for which he was 
elected, nor for one year thereafter, be ap- 
pointed to any civil office of profits under 
this State, which shall have been created, 
or the emoluments of which shall have 
been increased during the time such sena- 
tor or representative was in office, except 
to such offices as may be filled by the 
election of the people. 

Art. 35. No person, who at any time may 
have been a collector of taxes, whether 
State, parish or municipal, or who may 
have been otherwise entrusted with public 
monev, shall be eligible to the General As- 
sembly, or to any office of profit or trust, 
under the State government, until he shall 
have obtuned a discharge for the amount 
of such collections, and for all public mon- 
eys with which he may have been entrusted. 

Art 36. No person, while he continues 
to exercise the functions of a clei:gyman of 
any religious denomination whatever, shall 
be eligible to the General Assembly. 

Art 37. No bill shall have the force of a 
law until, on three several days, it be read 
over in each House of the General Assem- 
bly, and free discussion allowed thereon; 
unless in case of urgency, four-fifths of the 
House, where the bill shall be pending, 
may deem it expedient to dispense wi3i 
this rule. 

Art. 38. All bills for raising revenue, 
shall originate in the House of Representa- 
tives ; but the Senate may propose amend- 
ments, as in other bills: Provided, they 
shall not introduce any new matter, under 
the color of an amendment, which does not 
relate to raising revenue. 

Art 39. The General Assembly shall 
regulate, by law, by whom, and in what 
manner, writs of election shall be issued to 
fill the vacancies wl^ch may happen in 
either branch thereof. 

Art. 40. The Senate shall vote on the 
confirmation or rejection of the officers, to 
be appointed by the governor with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, by yeas and 
nays ; and the names of the senators voting 
for and against the appointments, respec- 
tively, shall be entered on a journal to be 
kept for that purpose, and made public at 
the end of each session, or before. 

Art. 41. Returns of all elections for mem- 
bers of the General Assembly shall be made 
to the secretary of state. 

Art. 42. In the year in which a regular 
election for a senator of the United States 
is to take place, the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall meet in the hall of the 
House of Representatives on the second 
Monday following the meeting of the Legis- 
lature, and proceed to said election. 

TITLE IV. 
EXfiCUTIVE DBPJkBTMENT. 

Art 43. The supreme executive power 
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of the State shall be Tested in a chief 
magistrate, who shall be styled the gover- 
nor of the State of Louisiana. He shall hold 
his office during the term of four years, and, 
together with the lieutenant governor, 
chosen for the same term, be elected as 
follows : The qualified electors for repre- 
sentatives shall vote for governor and lieu- 
tenant governor at the time and place of 
voting for representatives ; the returns of 
every election shall be sealed up and trans- 
mitted by the proper returning officer to 
the secretary of state, who shall deliver 
them to the speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the second day of the session 
of the General Assembly then to be holden. 
The members of the General Assembly 
shall meet in the House of Representatives 
to examine and count the votes. The per- 
son having the greatest number of votes for 
governor shall be declared duly elected ; 
put if two or more persons shall be equal 
and the highest in the number of votes 
polled for govftmor, one of them shall im 
mediately be chosen governor by joint vote 
of the members of the General Assembly. 
The person having the greatest number of 
votes polled for lieutenant governor shall 
be lieutenant governor ; but if two or more 
persons shall be equal and highest in the 
number of votes polled for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, one of them shall be immediately 
chosen lieutenant governor by joint vote 
of the members of Uie General Assembly. 

Art. 44. No person shall be eligible to 
the office of governor or lieutenant gover- 
nor who shall not have attained the age of 
thirty-five years, and be^n a citizen and resi- 
dent within the State for the period of five 
years next preceding his election. 

Art 46. The governor shall enter on the 
discharge of his duties on the second Mon- 
day of January next ensuing his election, 
and shall continue in office until the Mon- 
day next succeeding the day that his suc- 
cessor shall be declared duly elected, and 
shall have taken the oath or affirmation re- 
quired by the constitution. 

Art 46. No member of Congress, minis- 
ter of any religious denominacion, or any 
person holding office under the United 
States government, shall be eligible to the 
office of governor or lieutenant governor. 

Art 47. In case of impeachment of the 
governor, his removal firom <|ffice, death, 
refusal or inability to qualify, resignation 
(HT absence from the State, the powers and 
dulaes of the office shall devolve upon the 
lieutenant governor for the residue of the 
term, or until the governor, absent or im- 
peached, shall return or be acquitted. The 
Legislature may provide by law for the 
case of removal, impeachment, death, re- 
signation, disability or refiisalto qualify, 
of both tiie governor and the lieutenant 
governor, declaring what officer shall act 



as governor, and such officer shall act ac- 
cordingly, until the disability be removed, 
or lor the remainder of the term. 

Art 48. The lieutenant governor or officer 
discharging the duties of governor, shall, 
during his administration, receive the same 
compensation to which the governor would 
have been entitled had he continued in office. 

Art. 49. The lieutenant governor shall, by 
virtue of his office, be president of the Sen- 
ate, but shall have only a casting vote 
therein. Whenever he shall administer the 
government, or shall be unable to attend 
as president of the Senate, the senators 
shall elect one of their own members as 
president of the Senate for the time being. 

Art. 50. The governor shall receive for 
his services a compensation of eight thou- 
sand dallars per annum, payable quarterly, 
on his own warrant. 

Art. 51. The lieutenant governor shall 
receive for his services a salary of five 
thousand dollars per annum, to be paid 
quarterly. 

Art. 52. The governor shall have power 
to grant reprieves for all ofi'ences against 
the State, and, except in cases of impeach- 
ment, shall, mth the consent of the Senate, 
have power to grant pardons, remit fines 
and forfeitures, adRier conviction. In cases 
of treason, he may grant reprieves until 
the end of the next session of the General 
Assembly, in which the power of pardon- 
ing shall be vested. 

Art 53. He shall be commander-in-chief 
of the militia of this State, except when 
they shall be called into the service of the 
United States. 

Art 54. He shall nominate, and, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, appoint all officers whose offices are 
established by the constitution, and whose 
appointments are not herein otilierwise pro- 
vided for: PrmMedy however, that the 
Legislature shall have a right to prescribe 
the mode of appointment to all other of- 
fices established by law. 

Art 55. The governor shall have power 
to fill vacancies that may happen during 
the recess of the Senate, by granting com- 
missions which shall expire at the end of 
the next session thereof, unless otherwise 
provided for in this constitution : but no- 
person who has been nominated for office 
and rejected by the Senate, shall be ap- 
pointed to the same office during the recess 
of the Senate. 

Art 56. He may require information, in 
writing, from the officers in the execuUve 
department upon any subject relating to 
the duties of tiieir respective offices. 

Art 57. He shall, from time to time, give 
to the General Assembly information re- 
specting the situation ot the State, and 
recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he may deem expedient 
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Art 58. He may, on extraordinary oc- 
casions, conyene the General Assembly at 
the seat of goyemment, or at a different 
place if that £oald haye become dangerous 
nrom an enemy, or fi-om epidemic ; and, in 
case of disagreement between the two 
Houses as to the time of a^oumment, he 
may adjourn them to such time as he may 
think proper, not exceeding four months. 

Art. 59. He shall take care that the laws 
are faithfully executed. 

Art. 60. Eyery bill which shall haye 
passed both Houses shall be presented to 
the goyernor ; if he approyes, he shall sign 
it, if not, he shall retiirn it with his objec- 
tions to the House in which it originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large 
upon its journal, and proceed to consider 
it ; if, after such consideration, two-thirds 
of all the members elected to that House 
shall i^ree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, 
with the objections, to the other House, by 
which it shall be likewise considered, and 
if approyed by two-thirds of the members 
elected to that House, it shall be a law ; 
but in such cases the yote of both Houses 
shall be determined by yeas and nays, and 
the names of the members yoting for or 
against the bill shall be entered on the 
journal of each House respectiyely. If any 
bill shall not be returned by the goyernor 
witiiin ten days (Sundays excepted) after it 
shall haye been presented to him, it shall 
be a law in like manner as if he had signed 
it ; unless the General Assembly, by ad- 
journment, preyent its return. 

Art 61. Eyery order, resolution or yote, 
to which the concurrence of both Houses 
may be necessary, except on a question of 
a^oumment, shall be presented to the 
goyernor, and before it shall take effect, be 
approyed by him, or, being disapproyed, 
shall be repassed by two-thirds of the 
members elected to each House of the 
General Assembly. 

Art. 62. There shall be a secretary of 
state who shall hold his office during the 
term for which the goyernor shall haye 
been elected. The records of the State 
shall be kept and preseryed in the office of 
the secretary ; he shall keep a fair register 
of the official acts and proceedings of the 
goyernor, and when necessary shall attest 
tiiem ; he shall, when required, lay the said 
register, and all papers, minutes and 
youchers relatiye to his office, before either 
House of the General Assembly, and shall 
perform such other duties as may be en- 
joined on him by law. 

Art 63. There shall be a treasurer of the 
State, and an auditor of public accounts, 
who shall hold their respectiye offices dur- 
ing the term of four years. 

Art 64^ The secretary of state, treasurer 
ot state and auditor of public accounts 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of 



the State ; and in case of any yacancy 
caused by the resignation, death or absence 
of the secretary, treasurer or auditor, the 
goyernor shall order an election to fill said 
yacancy. 

Art 65. The secretary of state, the trea- 
surer and the auditor shall receiye a salary 
of fi^e thousand dollars per annum eacli. 

Art 66. All commissions shall be in the 
name and by the authority of the State of 
Louisiana, and shall be sealed with the 
State seal and signed by the goyernor. 

Art. 67. All able-bodiM men in the State 
shall be armed and disciplined for its de- 
fence. 

Art. 68. The militia of the State shall be 
organized in such manner as may be here- 
after deemed most expedient by the Legis- 
lature. 

TFTLB V. 
.ICmCIART DEPARTMENT. 

Art 69. The judiciary power shall be 
yested in a Supreme Court, in such inferior 
courts as the Legislature may, fh)m time to 
time, order and establish, an4 in justices of 
the peace. 

Art 70. The Supreme Court, except in 
cases hereafter provided, shall haye appel- 
late jurisdiction only; which jurisdiction 
shall extend to all cases when the matter in 
dispute shall exceed three hundred dollars ; 
to all cases in which the constitutionality 
or legality of any tax, toll or impost what- 
soeyer, or of any fine, forfeiture or penalty 
imposed by a municipal corporation, shall 
be in contestation : and to all criminal cases 
on questions of law alone wheneyer the 
ofl^Bnce charged is punishable with death 
or imprisonment at hard labor, or when a 
fine exceeding three hundred dollars is ac- 
tually imposed. 

Art. 71. The Supreme Court shall be 
composed of one chief justice and four asso- 
ciate justices, a majority of whom shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The chief justice shall 
receiye a salary ot aeyen thousand fiye hun- 
dred dollars, and each of the associate jus- 
tices a salary of seyen thousand dollars, 
annually, until otherwise proyided by law. 
The court shall appoint its own clerics. 

Art. 72. The Supreme Court shall hold its 
sessions in New Orleans from the first 
Monday in the month of Noyember to the 
end of the month of June, inclusiye. The 
Legislature shall haye the power to fix the 
sessions elsewhere during t^e rest of the 
year ; until otherwise proyided the sessions 
shall be held as heretofore. 

Art 73. The Supreme Court, and each 
of the judges thereof, shall haye power to 
issue writs of habeas corpus j at the instance 
of all persons in acutual custody under 
process, in all cases in which they may 
haye appellate jurisdiction. 

Art 74. No judgment shall be rendered 
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by the Supreme Court without the concur- 
rence of a miMority of the judges comprising 
the court. Whenever the majority cannot 
agree, in consequence of the recusation of 
any member of the court, the judges not 
recused shall have power to call upon any 
judge or judges of the inferior courts, whose 
duty it shall be, when so called upon, to 
sit in the place of the judge or judges re- 
cused, and to aid in determining the case. 

Art 75. All judges, by virtue of their 
olBce, shall be conservators of the peace 
throughout the State. The style of all pro- 
cess shall be " the State of Louisiana. '^ All 
prosecutions shall be carried on in the 
name and by the authority of the State of 
Louisiana, and conclude against the peace 
and dignity of the same. 

Art 76. The judges of all 'courts within 
the State shall, as often as it may be ad- 
visable so to do, in every definitive judg- 
ment, refer to the particular law in virtue 
of which such judgment may be rendered, 
and in all cases adduce the reasons on which 
their judgment is founded. 

Art. 77. The judges of all courts shall be 
liable to impeachment ; but for any reason- 
ble cause, which shall not be suflScient 
ground for impeachment, the governor 
shall remove any of them* on the address of 
a majority of the membera elected to each 
House of the General Assembly. In everv 
such case the cause or causes for which 
such removal may be required shall be 
stated at length in the address, and .inserted 
in the journal of each House. 

Art 78. The judges both of the Supreme 
and inferior courts shall receive a salary 
which shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office; and they are pro- 
hibited from receiving any fees of office or 
other compensation than their salaries for 
any civil duties performed by them. 

Art 79. The judges of the SupremeCourt 
shall be appointed by the governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
for a term of eight years ; the judges of 
the inferior courts for a term of six years. 

Art. 80. The clerks of the inferior courts 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
their several districts, and shall hold their 
offices during a term of four years. 

Art 81. The Legislature shall have ^ower 
to vest in clerks of courts authority to 
grant such orders, and do such acts as may 
be deemed necessary for the furtherance of 
the administration of justice, and in all 
cases the powers thus gmnted shall be 
specified and determined. 

Art 82. The jurisdiction ol' justices of the 
peace shall not exceed, in civil cases, the 
sum of one hundred dollars, exclusive of 
interest, subject to appeal in such cases as 
shall be provided for by law. They shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of their sev- 
eral distncts, and shall hold their office 



during a term of two years. They shall 
have such criminal jurisdiction as shall be 
provided by law. 

Art 83. There shall be an attorney gen- 
eral for the State, and as many district at- 
torneys as the Legislature shall find neces- 
sary. The attorney general shidl be elected 
every four years, by the qualified voters of 
the State. He shall receive a salary of five 
thousand dollars per annum, payable on 
his own warrant quarterly. The district 
attorneys shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of their respective districts, for a 
term of four years. The;^ shall receive such 
salaries as shall be provided by the Legis- 
lature. 

Art 84. A sheriff and a coroner shall be 
elected in each parish by the qualified vo- 
ters thereof, who shall hold their offices for 
the term of two years. The Legislature 
shall have the power to increase the num- 
ber of sheriffs in any parish. Should a 
vacancy occur in either of these offices sub- 
sequent to an election, it shall be filled by 
the governor, and the person so appointed 
shall continue in office until his successor 
shall be elected and qualified. 



IMPEACHMENT. 

Ai-t 85. The power of impeachment shall 
be vested in the House of Representatives. 

Art. 86. Impeachments of the governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state, state treasurer, auditor of 
public accounts, and the judges of the infe- 
rior courts, justices of the peace excepted, 
shall be tried by the Senate ; the chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, or the senior 
judge thereof, shall preside during the trial 
of such impeachment Impeachments of 
the judges of the Supreme Court shall be 
tried by the Senate. When sitting as a court 
of impeachment, the senators shall be upon 
oath or affirmation, and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of a 
majority of the senators elected. 

Art. 87. Judgments in case of impeach- 
ment shall extend only to removal from 
office, and disqualification from holding any 
office of honor, trust or profit under the 
State ; but the convicted parties shall, 
nevertheless, be subject to indictment, trial 
and punishment, according to law. 

Art. 88. All officers against whom ar- 
ticles of impeachment may be preferred, 
shall be suspended from the exercise of 
tbeir functions during the pendency of such 
impeachment ; the appointing power may 
make a provisional appointment to replace 
any suspended officer until the decision of 
the impeachment 

Art. 89. The Legislature shall provide by 
law for the trial, punishment, and removal 
from office of all other officers of the State 
by indictment or otherwise. 
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Art 90. Members of the General Assembly 
and all officers, before they enter upon the 
duties of their offices, shall take the fol- 
lowing oath or dfirmation : 

"I, (A B) do solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that I will support the constitution and Iftws 
of the United States, and of this State, and 
that I will fMthfully and impartially dis- 
charge and perform all the duties incum- 
bent on me as , according to the best 

of my abilities and understanding, so help 
me God!" 

Art. 91. Treason against the State shall 
consist only in levying war against it, or 
in adhering to its enemies, giving them aid 
and comfort No person shall be convicted 
of treason, unless on the testimony of two 
witnesses to the same overt act, or his own 
confession in open court 

Art 92. TheXiCgislature shall have power 
to declare the punishment of treason ; but 
no attainder of treason shall work corrup- 
tion of blood or forfeiture, except during 
the life of the person attainted. 

Art. 93. Every person shall be disqualified 
from holding any office of trust or profit, in 
this State, and shall be excluded from the 
ri^t of suffrage, who shall have been con- 
victed of treason, perjury, forgery, bribery 
or other high crimes or misdemeanors. 

Art 94, All penalties shall be propor- 
tioned to the nature of the offence. 
\ Art 95. The privilege of free suflfrage 
shall be supported by laws regulating elec- 
tions, and prohibiting, under adequate pen- 
alties, all undue influence thereon from 
power, bribery, tumult, or other improper 
practice. 

Art. 96. No money shall be drawn from 
the treasury but in pursuance of specific 
appropriation made by law ; nor shall any 
appropriation of money be made for a 
longer term than two years. A regular 
statement and account of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public moneys shall be 

gublished annuallv, in such manner as shall 
e prescribed by law. 
Art 97. It shall be the duty of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to pass such laws as may be 
proper and necessary to decide differences 
by arbitration. 

Art. 98. All civil officers for the State at 
large shall be voters of, and reside within 
the State ; and all district or parish officers 
shall be voters of, and reside within their 
respective districts or parishes, and shall 
keep their offices at such places therein as 
may be required by law. 

Art 99. All civil officers shall be re- 
movable by an address of a majority of the 
members elected to both Houses, except 
those the removal of whom has been other- 
wise provided by this constitntlon. 



Art 100. In all elections by the people, 
the vote shall be taken by ballot ; and in 
all elections by the Senate and House of 
Representatives, jointly or separately, the 
vote shall be given viva voce. 

Art 101. No member of Congress, Dor 
person holding or exercising any office of 
trust or profit under the United States, or 
under any foreign power, shall be eligible 
as a member of the General Assembly, or 
hold or exercise any office of trust or profit 
under the State. 

Art 102. None but citizens of the United 
States shall be appointed to any office of 
trust or profit in this ^tate. 

Art 103. The laws, public records, and 
the judicial and legislative written proceed- 
ings of the State, shall be promulgated, 
preserved, and conducted in the language 
in which the constitution of the United 
States is written. 

Art. 104. No power of suspending the 
laws of this State shall be exercised, unless 
by the Legislature or by its authority. 

Art 105. Prosecutions shall be by in- 
dictment or information. The accused shall 
have a speedy public trial, by an impartial 
jury of the pansh in which the offence shall 
have been committed. He shall not be 
compelled to give evidence against himself; 
he shall have the right of being heard, by 
himself or counsel ; he shall have the 
right of meeting the witnesses fiekce to face, 
and shall have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor. He shall 
not be twice put in jeopardy for the same 
offence. 

Art 106. All persons shall be bailable 
by sufficient sureties, unless for capital 
offences, where the proof is evident or pre- 
sumption great ; or, unless after conviction 
for any offence or crime punishable witii 
death or imprisonment at hard labor. The 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall 
not be suspended, unless, when in cases of 
rebellion or invasion, the public safety may 
require it 

Art 107. Excessive bail shall not be re- 
quired; excessive fines shall not be im- 
posed, nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted. 

Art 108. The right of the people to be^. 
Hecnre in their persons, houses, papers and 
effects, against unreasonable searches and 
seizures, shall not be violated ; and no war- 
rants shall issue but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and par- 
ticularly describing the place to be searched 
and the person or thing to be seized.. 

Art. 109. No ex post fado or retroactive 
law, nor any law impalnng the obligations 
of contracts, shall be passed, nor vested 
rights be divested, unless for purposes of 
public utility, and for adequate compensa- 
tion previouslv made. 

Art. 110. All courts shall be open ; and 
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every person, for any iigary done him, in 
his lands, goods, person, or reputation, 
shall have remedy by due course of law, 
and light and justice administered without 
denial or unreasonable delay. 

Art. ill. Tbie press shall be free ; every 
citizen may freely speak, write and publish 
his sentiments on all subjects— being re- 
sponsible for an abuse of this liberty. 

Art. 112. The Legislature shall not have 
power to grant aid to companies or associ- 
ations of individuals, except to charitable 
associations, and to such companies or as- 
sociations as are and shall be formed for 
the exclusive purpose of making works of 
internal improvement, wholly or partially 
within the State, to the extent only of one- 
fifth of the capital of such companies, by 
subscription of stock or loan in money or 
public bonds ; but any aid thus granted 
shall be paid to the company only in the 
same proportion as the remamder of the 
capitiu shall be actually paid in by the 
stockholders of the company ; and, in case 
of loan, such adequate security shall be re- 
quired, as to the Legislature may seem 
proper. No corporation or individual asso- 
ciation, receiving the aid of the State as 
herein provided, shall possess banking or 
discounting privileges. 

Art. 113. No liability shall be contracted 
by the State as above mentioned, unless 
the same be authorized by some law for 
some single object or work, to be distinctly 
specified therein, which shall be passed by 
a m^jorilj of the members elected to both 
Houses of the General Assembly ; and the 
aggregate amount of debts and liabilities 
incurred under this and the preceding arti- 
cle shall never, at any time, exceed eight 
millions of dollars. 

Art. 114. Whenever the Legislature shall 
contract a debt exceeding in amount the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars, un- 
less in case of war, to repel invasion, or 
suppress insurrection, they shall, in the law 
creating the debt, provide adequate ways 
and means for the payment of the current 
interest and of the principal when the same 
shall become due. And the said law shall 
be irrepealable until principal and interest 
are fully paid and discharged, or unless the 
repealing law contains some other adequate 
provision for the payment of the principal 
and interest of the debt. 

Art. 115. The Legislature shall provide 
by law for all change of venue in civil and 
criminal cases. 

Art^ 116. The Legislature shall have the 
power to license the selling of lottery tick- 
ets and the keeping of gambling houses ; 
said houses in all cases shall be on the first 
floor and kept with open doors ; but in all 
cases not less than ten thousand dollars per 
annum shall be levied as a license or tax on 
each vendor of lottery tickets, and on each 
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gambling house, and five hundred dollars 
on each tombola. 

Art. 117. The Legislature may enact gen- 
eral laws regulating the adoption of chil- 
dren, emancipation of minors, changing of 
names, and the granting of divorces ; but 
no special laws shall be enacted relating to 
particular or individual cases. 

Art. 118. Every law enacted by the Legis- 
lature shall embrace but one object, and 
that shall be expressed in the title. 

Art. 119. No law shall be revived or 
amended by reference to its title ; but in 
such case the act revived, or section 
amended, shall be re-enacted and published 
at length. 

Art 120. The Legislature shall never 
adopt any system or code of laws by gene- 
ral reference to such system or code of 
laws ; but in all cases shall specify the sev- 
eral provisions of the laws it may enact 

Art. 121. Corporations shall not be cre- 
ated in this State by special laws except for 
political or municipal purposes; but the 
Legislature shall provide by general law 
for the organization of all other corporar- 
tions, except corporations with booking 
or discountmg privileges, the creation, re- 
newal or extension of which is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

Art. 122. In case of the insolvency of 
any bank or banking association, the bill 
holders thereof shall be entitled to prefer- 
ence in payment over all other creditors of 
such bank or association. 

Art. 123. No person shall bold or exer- 
cise, at the same time, more than one civil 
ofiice of trust or profit, except that of justice 
of the peace. 

Art. 124. Taxation shall be equal and 
uniform throughout the State. All property 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to 
be ascertained as directed by law. The 
Greneral Assembly shall have power to ex- 
empt from taxation property actually used 
for church, school or charitable purposes. 
The General Assembly shall levy an in- 
come tax upon all persons pursumg any 
occupation, trade or calling, and all such 
persons shall obtain a license, as provided 
by law. All tax on income shall be pro 
rata on the amount of income or business 
done. 

Art. 125. The Legislature may provide 
by law in what case officers shall continue 
to perform the duties of their offices until 
their successors shall have been inducted 
into office. 

Art. 126. The Legislature shall have 
power to extend this constitution and the 
jurisdiction of this State over any territory 
acquired by compact, with any State, or 
with the United States, the same being 
done by consent of the United States. 

Art 127. None of the lands granted b; 
Congress to the State of Louisiaiia for 
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ing in coDstruciing the necessaiy levees 
and drains, to reclaim the swamp and over- 
flowed lands of the State, shall be diverted 
from the purposes for which they were 
granted. 

Art. 128. The Legislature shall pass no 
law excluding citizens of this State from 
office for not being conversant with any 
language except that in which the constitu- 
tion of the United States is written. 

Art. 129. No liability, either State, paro- 
- chial or municipal, shall exist for any debts 
contracted for, or in the interest of the re- 
bellion against the United States govern- 
ment. 

Art. 130. The seat of government shall 
be and remain at New Orleans, and shall 
not be removed without the consent of a 
majority of both Houses of the General 
Assembly. 

Art 131. The Legislature may determine 
the mode of filling vacancies in all offices 
for which provision is not made in this con- 
stitution. 

Art. 132. The Legislature shall pass no 
law requiring a property qualification for 
office. 

TITIJfi viu. 
CX)RP0RAT10N OF THE CITY OF NEW ORLEANS. 

Art. 133. The citizens of the city of New 
Orleans shall have the right of appointing 
the several public officers necessary for the 
administration of the police of said city, 
pursuant to the mode of elections which 
shall be prescribed by the Legislature ; 
Provided, that the mayor and recorders 
shall be ineligible to a seat in the General 
Assembly; and the mayor and recorders 
shall be commissioned by the governor as 
justices of the peace, and the Legislature 
may vest in them such criminal jurisdiction 
as may be necessary for the punishment of 
minor offences, and as the police and good 
of said city may require. 

The city of New Orleans shall main- 
tain a police which shall be uniformed 
with distinction of grade, to consist of per- 
manent citizens of the State of Louisiana, 
to be selected by the mayor of the city, and 
to hold office during good behavior, and 
removable only by a police commission 
composed of five citizens and the mayor, 
who shall be president of the board. The 
commission to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor of the State for the term of two years, 
at a salary of not less than one thousand 
dollars per annum : a majority of whom 
shall remove for delinquencies. Members 
of the police when removed shall not again 
be eligible to any position on the police for 
a term of one year. 

Interfering or meddling in elections in 
any manner will be a sufficient cause for in- 
stant dismissal from the police by the board. 

The chief of police shall give a penal 



bond in the sum of ten thousand ^dollars ; 
lieutenants of police, five thousand dollars ; 
sergeants and clerks, each three thousand 
dollars ; corporals, two thousand dollars : 
and privates one thousand dollars; with good 
and solvent security, as the law directs, for 
the faithful performance of their duties. 

The various officers shall receive a salary 
of not less than the following rates : 

The chief of police $250 per month. 

The lieutenants of police. . 150 do. do. 

The sergeants of police 100 do. do. 

The clerks of police 100 do. do. 

The corporals of police ... 90 do. do. 
The privates(day and night) 

each 80 do. do. 



l^BOR ON PUBLIC WORKS. 

Art. 134. The Legislature may establish 
the price and pay of foremen, mechanics, 
laborers and others employed on the public 
works of the State or parochial or city gov- 
ernments : Providedj That the compensation 
to be paid all foremen, mechanics, cartmen 
and laborers employed on the public works, 
under the government of the State of Lou- 
isiana, city of New Orleans, and the police 
juries of the various parishes of the State, 
shall not be less than as follows, viz : Fore- 
men, $3 50 per day ; mechanics, $3 00 per 
day ; cartmen, $3 50 per day ; laborers, 
$2 00 per day. 

Art. 135. Nine hours shall constitute a 
day's labor for all mechanics, artizans and 
laborers employed on public works. 



INTERNAL I.\1PR0VEMENTS. 

Art. 136. There shall be appointed by 
the governor a state engineer, skilled in 
the theory and practice of his profession, 
who shall hold his office at the seat of gov- 
ernment for the term of four years. He 
shall have the superintendence and direc- 
tion of all public works in which the State 
may be interested, except those made by 
joint stock companies or such as may be 
under the parochial or city authorities ex- 
clusively and not in conflict with the gene- 
ral laws of the State. He shall communi- 
cate to the General Assembly, through the 
governor, annually, his views concerning 
the same, report upon the condition of the 
public works in progress, recommend such 
measures as in his opinion the public inter- 
est of the State may require, and shall per- 
form such other duties as may be prescribed 
by law. His salary shall be five thousand 
dollars per suinum, until otherwise pro- 
vided by law. The mode of appointment, 
number and salary of his assistants shall 
be fixed by law. The state engineer 
and assistants shall give bonds for the pw- 
formance of their duties as shall be pre* 
scribed by law. 
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Art. 137. The General Assembly may 
create internal improvement districts, com- 
posed of one or more parishes, and may 
grant a right to the citizens thereof to tax 
themselves for their improvements. Said 
internal improvement districts, when cre- 
ated, shall have the right to s^ect com- 
missioners, shall have power to appoint 
officers, fix their pay and regulate all mat- 
ters relative to the improvements of their 
districts, provided sach improvements will 
not conflict with the general laws of the 
State. 

Art. 138. The Greneral Assembly may 
grant aid to said districts oat of the funds 
arising from the swamp and overflowed 
lands, granted to the State by the United 
States for that purpose or otherwise. 

Art. 139. The General Assembly shall 
have the right of abolishing the office of 
state engineer, by a majority vote of all 
the members elected to each branch, and 
of substituting a board of public works in 
lieu thereof, should they deem it necessary. 



PUBLIC EDUCATION". 

Art 140. There shall be elected a super- 
intendent of public education, who shall 
hold his office for the term of four years. 
His duties shall be prescribed by law, and 
he shall receive a salary of four thousand 
dollars per annum until otherwise provided 
by law : Provided, that the General Assem- 
bly shall have power by a vote of a migor- 
ity of the members elected to both Houses, 
to abolish the said office of superintendent 
of public education, whenever, in their 
opinion, said office shall be no longer neces- 
sary. 

Art. 141. The Legislature shall provide 
for the education of all children of the 
State, between the ages of six and eighteen 
years, by maintenance of free public schools 
by taxation or otherwise. 

Art. 142. The general exercises in the 
common schools shall be conducted in the 
English language. 

Art. 143. A university shall be estab- 
lished in the city of New Orleans. It shall 
be composed of four faculties, to-wit : one 
of law, one of medidne, one of the natural 
sciences, and one of letters ; the Legisla- 
ture shall provide by law for its organiza- 
tion and maintenance. 

Art. 144. the proceeds of all lands here- 
tofore granted by the United States to .this 
State for the use or purpose of the public 
schools, and of all lands which may hereaf- 
ter be granted or bequeathed for that pur- 
pose, and the proceeds of the estates of 
deceased persons to which the State may 
become entitled by law, shall be and re- 
main a perpetual fiind on which the State 
shall pay an annual interest of six per 



cent., which interest together with the in- 
terest of the trust funds, deposited with 
the State by the United States, under the 
act of Congress, approved June 23, 1836, 
and all the rents of the unsold lands shall 
be appropriated to the purpose of such 
schools and the appropriation shall /remain 
inviolable. 

Art. 145. All moneys arising from the 
sales which have been, or may hereaiter be 
made of any lands heretofore granted by • 
the United States to this State for the use 
of a specific seminary of learning, or from 
any kind of a donation that may hereafter 
be made for that purpose, shall be and re- 
main a perpetual fund, the interest of which 
at six per cent, per annum shall be appro- 
priated to the promotion of literature and 
the arts and sciences, and no law shall 
ever be made diverting said funds to any 
other use than to the establishment and im- 
provement of said seminary of learning : 
and the General Assembly shall have power 
to raise funds for the organization and sup- 
port of said seminary of learning in such 
manner as it may deem proper. 

Art. 146. No appropriation shall be made 
by the Legislature for the support of any 
private school or institution of learning 
whatever, but the highest encouragement 
shall be granted to public scliools through- 
out the State. ^ 

TITLE xrr. 

MODE OV REVISING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 147. Any amendment or amend- 
ments to this constitution may be proposed 
in the Senate or House of Representatives, 
and if the same shall be agreed to by a 
majority of the members elected to each 
House, such proposed amendment or amend- ^ 
ments shall be entered on their journals, 
with the yeas and nays taken thereon. 
Such proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be submitted to the people at an 
election to be ordered by said Legislature, 
and held within ninety days after the ad- 
journment of the same, and after thirty 
day's publication according to law ; and 
if a majority of the voters at said election 
shall approve and ratify such amendment 
or amendments, the same shall become a 
part of the constitution. If more than one 
amendment be submitted at a time, they 
shall be submitted in such manner and form, 
that the people may vote for or against 
each amendment separately. 

TITLE XIII. 
SCHEDULE. 

Art. 148. The constitution adopted in 
1852 is declared to be superceded by this 
constitution; and in order to carry the 
same into effect, it is hereby declared and 
ordained as follows :

Art 149. All rights, actions, prosecutioiis, 
claims and contracts, as well of individa- 
als as of bodies corporate, and all laws in 
force at the time of the adoption of this 
constitation, and not inconsistent there- 
with, shall continue as if the same had not 
been adopted. 

Art 150. In order that no inconvenience 
may resnlt to the public service from the 
taking effect of this constitution, no officer 
shall be superceded thereby ; but the laws 
of this State relative to the duties of the 
several officers, executive, judicial and 
military, except those made void by militai^ 
authority, and by the ordinance of emanci- 
pation, shall remain in full force, though 
the same be contrary to this constitution, 
and tiie several duties s^all be performed 
by the respective officers of the State, ac- 
cording to the existing laws, until the or- 
ganization of the government under this 
constitution, and the entering into office of 
the new officers to be appointed under said 
government, and no longer. 

Art 151. The Legislature shall provide 
for the removal of all causes now pending 
in the Supreme Court or other courts of 
the State under the constitution of 1852, to 
courts created by or under this constitu- 
tion. 

• TFTLE XIV. 
ORDINANCE. 

. Art. 152. Immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the Convention, the governor shall 
issue his proclamation directing the several 
officers of this State, authorized by law to 
hold elections, or in default thereof such 
officers as he shall designate, to open and 
hold polls in the several parishes of the 
State, at the places designated by law, on 
tiie first Monday of September, 1864, for 
the purpose of taking the sense of the good 
people of this State in regard to the adop- 
tion or rejection of this constitution : and 
it shall be the duty of said officers to receive 
the suffrages of all qualified voters. Each 
voter shall express his opinion by deposi- 
ting in the ballot-box a ticket whereon shall 
be written " The Constitution accepted," 
or, " The Constitution rejected.' ' At the 
conclusion of the said election, the officers 
and commissioners appointed to preside 
over the same shall carefully examme and 
count each ballot as deposited, and shall 
forthwith make due return thereof to the 
secretary of state, in conformity to the pro- 
visions of law and usages in regard to 
elections. 

Art 153. Upon the receipt of said re- 
turns, or on the third Monday of Septem- 
ber, if the returns be not sooner received. 



it shall be the duty of the governor, the 
secretary of state, the attorney general and 
the state treasurer, in the presence of all 
such persons as may choose to attend, to 
compare the votes at the said election for 
the ratificatien or rejection of this constita- 
tion, and if it shall appeiea* at the close, 
that a majority of all the votes given is for 
ratifying this constitution, then it shall be 
the "duty of the governor to make proc- 
lamation of the fact, and thenceforth this 
constitution shall be ordained and estab- 
lished as tlie constitution of the State of 
Louisiana. But whether this constitution 
be accepted or rejected it shall be the duty 
of the governor to cause to be published 
the result of the polls, showing the num- 
ber of votes cast in each parish for and 
against this constitution. 

Art 154. As soon as a general election 
can be held under this constitution in 
every parish of the State, the governor 
shall, by proclamation, or in case of his 
failure to act, the Legislature shall, by re- 
solution, declare the fact, and order an 
election to be held on a day fixed in said 
proclamation or resolution, and within 
sixty days from the date thereof, for gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, secretary of 
state, auditor, treasurer, attorney general 
and superintendent of education. The of- 
ficers so chosen shall, on the fourth Monday 
after their election, be installed into office ; 
and shall hold their offices for the terms 
prescribed in this constitution, counting 
l)rom the second Monday in January next 
preceding their entering into office in case 
they do not enter into office on that date. 
The terms of office of the State officers 
elected on the 22d day of February, 1864, 
shall expire on the instalation of their suc- 
cessors as herein provided for ; but under 
no state of circumstances shall their term 
of office be construed as extending beyond 
the length of the terms fixed for said of- 
fices in this constitution ; and, if not sooner 
held, the election of their successors shall 
take place on the first Monday of Novem- 
ber, ' ] 867, in all parishes where the same 
can be held, the officers elected on tiiat 
date to enter into office on the second Mon- 
day in January, 1868. 

Art 155. This constitution shall be pub- 
lished in three papers to be selected by 
the president of the Convention, whereof 
two shall publish the same in English and 
French, and one in German, from tibe 
period of the adjournment of the Conven- 
tion until the election for ratification or 
rejection on the first Monday of Septem- 
ber, 1864.

I 'Election g^n^rale des Repr^sentants, pour 
remplacer ceux des S^nateurs doiit les 
mandats serout expires. 

Art. 26. Chaque Cbambre de TAssem- 
bl^e G^ndrale devra ^tre ea quorum pour 
proc^der k ses travaux : uiie majority des 
membres de chaque Chambre constituera 
le quorum.

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Art. 85. La Ghambre des Repr^entaats 
eera mvestie du droit de mettre en accu8a- 
tion le8 officiers pubUcs. 

Art. 86. La mise en accusation du Grou- 
verneur, du Lieutenant-Gouveraeur, de I'A- 
vocat-G<(n^ral, du Secretaire d'Etat, du 
Tr^orier d'Etat et des Jnges des cours in- 
f<$rieures, sauf les Juj^es de Paix, appartien- 
dra au S^nat. Le Grand-Jnge de la Cour 
Supreme ou le doyen de cette cour, pr^ 
sidera au proems de mise en accusation. Le 
S^nat jugera les jnges de la Cour Supreme 
mis en accusation. Qnand lesS^nateurs si^- 
g^ront comme cour de mise en accusation, 
ils devront prater le serment ou I'affirma- 
tion ; et nul ne sera condamnd sans le con- 
cours des deux tiers des s^natenrs pre- 
sents. 

Art. 87. L'effet des jugements par suite 
d'une mise en accusation n'entratnera que 
la perte des fonctions ou la privation de 
tout office dlionneur, de conflance ou de 
profit relevant de TEtat, sans toutefois 
pr^judicier au droit d'accusation publique, 
de poursuite et condamnation, d'apr^s les 
lois ordinaires, centre le coupable. 

Art. 88. Tout officier contre lequel il 
7 aura mise en accusation sera suspendu de 
Texercice de ses fonctions pendant la dur^e 
de I'instance susdite, et I'autoritd de la 
nomination de laquelle ces fonctions re- 
invent, pourra nommer provisoirement un 
rempla9ant jusqu'k ce que Taction de mise 
en accusation soit decid^e. 

Art. 89. La Legislature poui'voira par la 
loi au jugement de t6us autres officiers 
d'Etat mis en accusation, K la peine qui 
leur sera appliqu^e et k leur renvoi, par 
voie d'accusation ou autrement. 



DISPOSITIONS OENERALEK. 

Art. 90. Les membres de l-Assembiee 
Generale et tons les officiers publics, avant 
d^entrer en fonctions. pr^teront le serment 
suivant : 

Je (A B) jure solennellement (ou affirme) 
que je soutiendrai la constitution et les lois 
des Etats-Unis et de cet Etat, et que je 
remplirai avec fidelity et impartiality tous 
les devoirs qui me seront imposes par mes 

fonctions de au mieux de mes capa- 

cites et de mon entendement. Dieu me 
soit en aide! 

Art. 91. Le crime de haute trahison con- 
sistera uniquement dans le fait de susciter 
une guerre contre PEtat, ou de pactiser 
avec ses ennemis, ou de leur donner aide 
et assistance. Personne ne pourra €tre 
declare convaincu du crime de haute tra- 
hison que sur la deposition de deux temoins 
da m^me fait de trahison ouvert, ou sur sa 
propre confession k I'audience de la cour. 



Art. 92. La Legislature aura le pouvoir 
de determiner la peine du crime de hant« 
trahison ; mais aucnne conviction de trahi- 
son n'entrainera I'infiunie on la for&iture 
des droits civils et politiques, qu'excepte 
pendant la vie de la personne convaincne 
de ce crime. 

Art. 93. Sera incapable d'exercer au- 
cunes fonctions publiqnes dans I'Etat, ho- 
norifiqnes ou autres, et sera privee da droit 
de sufihige toute personne qui aura ete 
convaincue da crime de trahison, de par- 
jure, de &ax, de concussion, on de tous an- 
tres crimes et offenses. 

Art. 94. Toutes les peines seront propor- 
tionnees k la nature de Toffense. 

Art. 95. L'exercice du droit de libre 
suffrage sera protege par des lois regulari- 
santles elections, et defendant, sous des 
peines sev^res, I'emploi de toute influence 
iliegitime de la part du pouvoir, de toute 
corruption d'eiecteurs, tous desordres ou 
autres menees inconvenantes. 

Art. 96. II ne sera tire du tresor aucune 
somme, si ce n'est sur une allocation spe- 
cifique faite par la loi : et aucune alloca- 
tion de fonds ne pourra etre faite k Pavance 
pour plus de deux ans. Un etat et compte 
regulier des recttes et depenses du tresor 
sera publie annuellement dans la forme qui 
sera prescrite par la loi. 

Art. 97. L'Assembiee Grenerale devra 
faire les lois qu'elle jugera convenables et 
necessaires pour regler les affiaiires litigien- 
ses soumises k des arbitres. 

Art. 98. Tous les officiers civils de I'E- 
tat en general voteront et resideront dans 
PEtat, et tous les officiers de district ou de 
paroisses voteront et resideront dans leurs 
paroisses ou districts respectiis, et tiendront 
leurs offices k tels endroits qui pourront 
6tre requis par la loi. 

Art. 99. Tous les officiers civils pour- 
ront 6tre revoques de leurs fonctions, sur la 
demande de la majorite des membres eius 
dans les deux Chambres. Ne sont pas com- 
pris dans cet article les officiers k la revo- 
cabilite desquels la preaente constitution a 
autrement pourvu. 

Art. 100. Dans toutes les elections par 
le peuple, le vote se fera au sorutin secret, 
et dans toutes les elections par le Senat et 
la Chambre des Representants, ensemble 
ou separement, le vote sera donne de vive 
voix. 

Art. 101. Ne pourront etre eiigiblep ^ 
PAssembiee Generale, ni exercer aucune^ 
fonctions publiqnes, honorifiques ou autres, 
dans I'Etat, les membres du Congr^s ni au- 
cune personne exer9ant des fonctions pu- 
bliqnes, honorifiques ou autres. pour le 
compte du gouvernement general des 
Etats-Unis, on d'une puissance etrang^re. 

Art. 102. Ne pourront etre nommes a 
aacunes fonctions pnbliqnes, honorifiques 
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every person, tor any hn^taj done him, in 
his landS) goods, person, or reputation, 
shall have remedy by due course of law, 
and right and justice administered without 
denial or unreasonable delay. 

Art 111. The press shall be free ; everv 
citizen may freely speak, write and publish 
his sentiments on all subjects— being re- 
sponsible for an abuse of this liberty. 

Art. 112. The Legislature shall not have 
power to grant aid to companies or associ- 
ations of mdiTiduals, except to charitable 
associations, and to such companies or as- 
sociations as are and shall be formed for 
the exclusive purpose of making worlcs of 
internal improvement, wholly or partially 
within the State, to the extent only of one- 
fifth of the capital of such companies, by 
subscription of stock or loan in money or 
public bonds ; but any aid thus granted 
shall be paid to the company only in the 
same proportion as the remamder of the 
capitiu shall be actually paid in by the 
stockholders of the company ; and, in case 
of loan, such adequate security shall be re- 
quired, as to the Legislature may seem 
proper. No corporation or individiud asso- 
ciation, receiving the aid of the State as 
herein provided, shall possess banking or 
discounting privileges. 

Art 113. No liability shall be contracted 
by the State as above mentioned, unless 
the same be authorized by some law for 
some single object or work, to be distinctly 
specified therein, which shall be passed bv 
a mijoritj of the members elected to both 
Houses of the General Assembly : and the 
aggregate amount of debts and liabilities 
incurred under this and the preceding arti- 
cle sluJl never, at any time, exceed eight 
millions of dollars. 

Art. 114. Whenever the Legislature shall 
contract a debt excee^ng in amount the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars, un- 
less in case of war, to repel invasion, or 
suppress insurrection, they shall, in the law 
creating the debt, provide adequate ways 
and means for the payment of the current 
interest and of the principal when the same 
shall become due. And the said law shall 
be irrepealable until principal and interest 
are fUlly paid and discharged, or unless the 
repealing law dSntains some other adequate 
provision for the payment of the principal 
and interest of the debt 

Art. 115. The Legislature shall provide 
by law for all change of venue in civil and 
criminal cases. 

Art. 116. The Legislature shall have the 
power to license the selling of lottery tick- 
ets and the keeping of gambling houses ; 
sidd houses in all cases shall be on the first 
floor and kept with open doors ; but in all 
cases not less than ten thousand dollars per 
annum shall be levied as a license or tax on 
each vendor of lottery tickets, and on eaeb 
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gambling house, and five hundred dollars 
on each tombola. 

Art 117. The Legislature may enact gen- 
eral laws regulating the adoption of chil- 
dren, emancipation of minors, changing of 
names, and the granting of divorces ; out 
no special laws shall be enacted relating to 
particular or individual cases. 

Art. 118. Every law enacted by the Legis- 
lature shall embrace but one object, and 
that shall be expressed in the title. 

Art. 119. No law shall be revived or 
amended by reference to its title ; but in 
such case the act revived, or section 
amended, shall be re-enacted and published 
at length. 

Art 120. The Legislature shall never 
adopt any system or code of laws by gene- 
ral reference to such system or code of 
laws ; but in all cases shall specify the sev- 
eral provisions of the laws it may enact 

Art 121. Corporations shall not be cre- 
ated in this State by special laws except for 
political or municipal purposes; but the 
Legislature shall provide by general law 
for the organization of all other corpora- 
tions, except corporations with banMng 
or discountmg privileges, the creation, re- 
newal or extension of which is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

Art. 122. In case of the insolvency of 
anv bank or banking association, the bill 
holders thereof shall be entitled to prefer- 
ence In payment over lall other creditors of 
such bank or association. 

Art 123^ No person shall hold or exer- 
cise, at the same time, more than one civil 
office of trust or profit, except that of justice 
of the peace. 

Art 124. Taxation shall be equal and 
uniform throughout the State. All property 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to 
be ascertained as directed by law. The 
General Assembly shall have power to ex- 
empt fh)m taxation property actually used 
for church, school or cnaritable purposes. 
The General Assembly shall levv an in- 
come tax upon all persons pursumg anv 
occupation, trade or calling, and all such 
persons shall obtain a license, as provided 
by law. All tax on income shall be pro 
rata on the amount of income or business 
done. 

Art 125. The Legislatui-e may provide 
by law in what case officers shall continue 
to peribrm the duties of their offices until 
their successors shall have been inducted 
into office. 

Art. 126. The Lii^lature shall have 
power to ex-tend this constitution and the 
jurisdiction of this State over any territory 
acquired by compact, with any State, or 
with the United States, the same being 
done by consent of the United States. 

Art 127. None of the lands granted bv 
Congress to the State of Louisiana for aid- 
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ing in constracting the necessary levees 
and drains, to reclaim the swamp and over- 
flowed lands of the State, shall be diverted 
from the purposes for which they were 
granted. 

Art. 128. The Legislature shall pass no 
law ezclnding citizens of this State from 
office for not being conversant with any 
language except that in which the constitu- 
tion of the United States is written. 

Art. 129. No liability, either State, paro- 
chial or municipal, shall exist for any debts 
contracted for, or in the interest of the re- 
bellion against the United States govern- 
ment. 

Art 130. The seat of government shall 
be and remain at New Orleans, and shall 
not be removed without the consent of a 
majority of both Houses of the General 
Assembly. 

Art. 131. The Legislature may determine 
the mode of filling vacancies in all offices 
for which provision is not made in this con- 
stitution. 

Art. 132. The Legislature shall pass no 
law reqiliring a property qualification for 
office. 

TITLE Vm. 
CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF NEW ORLEANS. 

Art. 133. The citizens of the city of New 
Orleans shall have the right of appointing 
the several public officers necessary for the 
administration of the police of said city, 
pursuant to the mode of elections which 
shall be prescribed by the Legislature ; 
JPi^vided, that the mayor and recorders 
shall be ineligible to a seat in the General 
Assembly; and the mayor and recorders 
shall be commissioned by the governor as 
justices of the peace, and the Legislature 
may vest in them such criminal jurisdiction 
as may be necessary for the punishment of 
minor ofi'ences, and as the police and good 
of said city may require. 

The city of New Orleans shall main- 
tain a police which shall be uniformed 
with distinction of grade, to consist of per- 
manent citizens of the State of Louisiana, 
to be selected by the mayor of the city, and 
to hold office during. good behavior-, and 
removable only by a police commission 
composed of five citizens and the mayor, 
•who shall be president of the board. The 
commission to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor of the State for the term of two years, 
at a salary of not less than one thousand 
dollars per annum ; a majority of whom 
shall remove for delinquencies. Members 
of the police when removed shall not again 
be eligible to any position on the police for 
|i term of one year. 

Interfering or meddling in elections in 
any manner will be a sufficient cause for in- 
istant dismissal from the police by the board. 

The chief of police shall give a penal 



bond in the sum of ten thousand dollars ; 
lieutenants of police, five thousand dollars ; 
sergeants and clerks, each three thousand 
dollars ; corporals, two thousand dollars ; 
and privates one thousand dollars; with good 
and solvent security, as the law directs, for 
the faithAil performance of their duties. 

The various officers shall receive a salary 
of not less than the following rates : 

The chief of police $260 per month. 

The lieutenants of police. . 150 do. do. 
The sergeants of police. ... 100 do. do. 

The clerltS of police 100 do. do. 

The corporals of police. . . 90 do. do. 
The private8(day and night) 

each 80 do. do. 



LABOR ON FUBUC WORKS. 

Art. 134. The Legislature may establish 
the price and pay of foremen, mechanics, 
laborers and others employed on the public 
works of the State or parochial or city gov- 
ernments: Provided, That the compensation 
to be paid all foremen, mechanics, cartmen 
and laborers employed on the public works, 
under the government of the State of Lou- 
isiana, city of New Orleans, and the police 
juries of the various parishes of the State, 
shall not be less than as follows, viz : Fore- 
men, $3 50 per day ; mechanics, $3 00 per 
day ; cartmen, $3 50 per day ; laborers, 
$2 00 per day. 

Art. 135. Nine hours shall constitute a 
day's labor for all mechanics, artizans and 
laborers employed on public works. 



INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Art. 136. There shall be appointed by 
the governor a state engineer, skilled in 
the theory and practice of his profession, 
who shall hold his office at the seat of gov- 
ernment for tlie term of four yeai-s. He 
shall have the superintendence and direc- 
tion of all public works in which the State 
may be interested, except those made by 
joint stock companies or such as may be 
under the parochial or city authorities ex- 
clusively and not in conflict with the gene- 
ral laws of the State. He shall communi- 
cate to the General Assembly, through the 
governor, annually, his viSws concerning 
the same, report upon the condition of the 
public works in progress, recommend such 
measures as in his opinion the public inter- 
est of the State ma;y^ require, and shall per- 
form such other duties as may be prescribed 
by law. His salary shall be five thousand 
dollars per annum, until otherwise pro- 
vided by law. The mode of appointment, 
number and salary of his assistants shall 
be fixed by law. The state engineer 
and assistants shall give bonds for the per- 
formance of their duties as shall be pre- 
scribed by law. 
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Art 137. The General Assembly may 
create internal improvement districts, com- 
posed of one or more parishes, and may 
grant a right to the citizens thereof to tax 
themselves for their improvements. Said 
internal improvement districts, when cre- 
ated, shall have the right to select com- 
missioners, shall have power to appoint 
officers, fix their pay and regulate all mat- 
ters relative to the improvements of their 
districts, provided such improvements will 
not conflict with the general laws of the 
State. 

Art. 138. The Greneral Assembly may 
grant aid to said districts out of the funds 
arising from the swamp and overflowed 
lands, granted to the State by the United 
States for that puipose or otherwise. 

Art. 139. The General Assembly shall 
have the right of abolishing the office of 
state engineer, by a majority vote of all 
the members elected to each branch, and 
of substituting a board of public works in 
lien thereof, should they deem it necessary. 



PUBLIC EDUCATION'. 

Art. 140, There shall be elected a super- 
intendent of public education, who shall 
hold his office for the term of four years. 
His duties shall be prescribed by law, and 
he shall receive a salary of four thousand 
dollars per annum until otherwise provided ' 
by law : Prouidedj that the General Assem- 
bly shall have power by a vote of a major- 
ity of the members elected to both Houses, 
to abolish the said office of superintendent 
of public education, whenever, in their 
opinion, said office shall be no longer neces- 
sary. 

Art. 141. The Legislature shall provide 
for the education of all children of the 
State, between the ages of six and eighteen 
years, hy maintenance of free public schools 
by taxation or otherwise. 

Art. 142. The general exercises in the 
common schools shall be conducted in the 
English language. 

ArL 143. A university shall be estab- 
lished in the city of New Orleans. It shall 
be composed of four faculties, to-wit : one 
of law, one of medicine, one of the natural 
sciences, and one of letters ; the Legisla- 
ture shall provide by law for its organiza- 
tion and maintenance. 

Art. 144. the proceeds of all lands here- 
tofore granted by the United States to this 
State for the use or purpose of the public 
schools, and of all lands which may hereaf- 
ter be granted or bequeathed for that pur- 
pose, and the proceeds of the estates of 
deceased persons to which tiie State may 
become entitled by law, shall be and re- 
main a perpetual fund on which tlie State 
Bfaall pay an annoal interest of six per 



cent., which interest together with the in- 
terest of the trust funds, deposited with 
the State by the United States, under the 
act of Congress, approved June 23, 1836, 
and all the rents of we unsold lands shall 
be appropriated to the purpose of such 
schools and the appropriation shall remain 
inviolable. 

Art. 145. All moneys arising from the 
sales which have been, or may hereaiter be 
made of any lands heretofore granted by 
the United states to this State tor the use 
of a specific seminary of learning, or from 
any kind of a donation that may hereafter 
be made for that purpose, shall be and re- 
main a perpetual fund, the interest of which 
at six per cent, per annum shall be appro- 
priated to the promotion of literature and 
the arts and sciences, and no law shall 
ever be made diverting said funds to any 
other use than to the establishment and im- 
provement of said seminary of learning : 
and the General Assembly shall have power 
to raise funds for the organization and sup- 
port of said seminary of learning in such 
manner as it may deem proper. 

Art. 146. No appropriation shall be made 
by the Legislature for the support of any 
private school or institution of learning 
whatever, but the highest encouragement 
shall be granted to public schools through- 
out the State. 



MODK or REVISING THE OOXSTITUTIO.V. / 

Art. 147. Any amendment or amend- 
ments to this constitution may be proposed 
in the Senate or House of Representatives, 
and if the same shall be agreed to by a 
majority of the members elected to each 
House, such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments shall be entered on their journals, 
with the yeas and nays taken thereon. 
Such proposed amendment or amendments 
shall be submitted to the people at an 
election to be ordered by said Legislature, 
and held within ninety days after the ad- 
journment of the same, and after ttiirty 
day-s publication according to law ; and 
if a majority of the voters at said election 
shall approve and ratify such amendment 
or amendments, the same shall become a 
part of the constitution. If more than one 
amendment be submitted at a time, they 
shall be submitted in such manner and form, 
that the people may vote for or against 
each amendment separately. 

TITLE XIII. 
SCHEDULE. 

Art. 148. The constitution adopted in 
1852 is declared to be superceded by this 
constitution; and in order to carry the 
same into eflfect, it is hereby declared and 
ordained as follows : 
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ArtUd. All rights, actioii8,proflecatloiiB, 
claims and contracts, as well of indiyida- 
als as of bodies corporate, and all laws In 
force at the time of the adoption of this 
constitation, and not inconsistent there- 
with, shall continue as if the same had not 
been adopted. 

Art 150. In order that no inconvenience 
maj result to the public service from the 
tanng effect of this constitution, no officer 
shall be superceded thereby ; but the laws 
of this State relative to tiie duties of tiie 
several officers, executive, judicial and 
militarv, except those made void by militarv 
authority, and by the ordinance of emanci- 
pation, shall remain in full force, though 
the same be contrary to this constitution, 
and the several duties shall be performed 
by the respective officers of the State, ac- 
cording^ to the existing laws, untU the or- 
ganization of the government under this 
constitution, and the entering into office of 
the new officers to be appointed under said 
government, and no longer. 

Art 151. The Legislature shall provide 
for the removal of S\ causes now pending 
in the Supreme Court or other courts of 
the State under the constitution of 1852, to 
courts created by or under this constitu- 
tion. 

TITLE xiv. 
ORDIXANCK. 

Art. 152. Immediately after the a^ourn- 
ment of the Convention, the governor shall 
issue his proclamation Erecting the several 
officers of this State, authorized by law to 
hold elections, or in defoult thereof such 
officers as he shall designate, to open and 
hold polls in the several parishes of tiie 
State, at the places designated by law, on 
the first Monday of September, 1864, for 
the purpose of taking the sense of the good 
people of this State in regard to the adop- 
tion or rejection of this constitution : and 
it shall be the dutv of said officers to receive 
the sufflrages of all qualified voters. Each 
voter shfQl express his opinion by deposi- 
ting in the ballot-box a ticket whereon shall 
be written '' The Constitution accepted,^' 
or, " The Constitution rejected." At the 
conclusion of the said election, the officers 
and commissioners appointed to preside 
over the same shall carefully examine and 
count each ballot as deposited, and shall 
forthwith make due return thereof to the 
secretary of state, in conformity to the pro- 
visions of law and usages in regard to 
elections. 

Art 153. Upon the receipt of said re- 
turns, or on the third Monday of Septem- 
ber, if the returns be not sooner reiseived, 



it shall be the duty of the governor, the 
secretary of state, the attorney general and 
the state treasurer. In the presence of all 
such persons as may choose to attend, to 
compare the votes at the said election for 
the ratification or rejection of this constitu- 
tion, and if it shall appear at the dose, 
that a minority of all the votes nven is for 
ratifying this constitution, tiien it shall be 
the du^ of the governor to make proc- 
lamation of the ftict, and thenceforth this 
constitution shall be ordained and estab- 
lished as the constitution of the State ot 
Louisiana. But whether this constitution 
be accepted or rejected it shall be the duty 
of the governor to cause to be published 
the result of the polls, showine the num- 
ber of votes cast in each parish for and 
agidnst this constitution. 

Art. 154. As soon as a general election 
can be held under this constitution in 
every parish of the State, the governor 
shall, by proclamation, or in case of his 
fhilure to act, the Legislature slutil, by re- 
solution, declare the &ct, and order an 
election to be held on a day fixed in said 
proclamation or resolution, and within 
sixty days from the date thereof, for gover- 
nor, Heutenant governor, secretuy of 
state, auditor, treasurer, attorney general 
and superintendent of education. The of- 
ficers so chosen shall, on the fourth Monday 
after their election, be installed into office ; 
and shiUl hold their offices for the terms 
prescribed in this constitution, counting 
from the second Monday in January next 
preceding their entering into office in case 
they do not enter into office on that date. 
The terms of office of the State officers 
elected on the 22d day of February, 1864, 
shall expire on the instalation of their suo- 
cetjsors as herein provided for : but under 
no state of circumstances shall their term 
of office be construed as extending beyond 
tbti length of the terms fixed for said of- 
fices in this constitution ; and, if not sooner 
held, the election of their successors shall 
take place on the first Monday of Novem- 
ber, 1867, in all parishes where the same 
can be held, the officers elected on that 
date to enter into office on the second Mon- 
day in January, 1868. 

Art 155. This constitution shall be pub- 
lished in three papers to be selectea by 
the president of the Convention, whereof 
two shall publish the same in English and 
French, and one in German, m>m the 
period of the adjournment of tiie Conven- 
tion until the election for ratification or 
rejection on the first Monday of Septem- 
ber, 1864.
